R. Of Amber-greeſe pure and proved eight parts, of moſt odoriferous musk 
one part, of moſt white Sugar [x a part : All theſe muſt be throughly well 
beaten to powder with burning Spirit of Roſesz as long, and as often as you 
are pouring on the Spirit of Roſes, you mult keep ſtirring of it 3 then again 
by little and little pour on more tillit be almoſt dry; then as before, beat it up, 
and keep for uſe. Doſe, the quantity of a ſmall Pea in Wine, or other Con- 
venient Liquor : It exceedingly comforts the bowels, and mightily ſtirs up 
the procreative faculty. 

15. Spirit of Soot, with the Oyl of the ſame; which is thus : 

k. Of the belt ſoot, bright like black ( Roſo or) Gum, (that which ſticks 
to Furnaces is more proper being better) what quantity you pleaſe; filla Re- 
tort of glaſs well coated, or of earth up to the neck, apply to it a moſt capa- 
cious Receiver, diltill it by degrees in an open gentle fire at firſt, afterward 
encreaſe the l11e that the Phelgm may be drawn off, with all the Spirits, which 
will begin tv wax white, together with the Oyl, which at firſt will be yel- 
lowiſh, afterward red 3 ſeparate the Phlegm by a ſeparatory : The Spirits 
with the Oyl digeſt over a firetor ſome time, afterward pour on half ſo much 
Spirit of Wine, and diſtill them often, With the Spirit of Wine will come 
forth the Spirit of Soot together with the Oyl, in ſmell like Cawphire 5 moſt 
excellently well rectified. Calcine the Caput-mortunr, and from thence ex- 
tract a Salt, after the uſual manner, which reſerve as a moſt excellent Cura- 
tive in ulcerated Cancers - T his Salt is extracted with Vinegar, in which Li- 
quor being ſet in a cold moiſt place, it is again diſſolved s with this a Can- 
cerated Ulcer being annointed two or three times, the venome will like a va« 
pour be viſibly extracted: Then being gently annointed with the aforeſaid Oyl 
ſeveral times, it will begin toskin, and in five or {ix dayes of its own accord 
be perfeCtly cured. Doſe of the Oyl is from two drops to three in Wine, or 
any other convenient vehicle; of the Spirit from Gr. vjtoJ ſs : Three drops 
of the Oyl given in Vinegar to one in an Agony, will wonderfully refreſh 
and reſtore him : Therefore in the greateſt danger we may ſafely uſe this 
Medicine; if after the taking of this the ſweat plentifully iflue forth, it is a 
certain ſign of health and recovery 3 if otherwiſe, death enſues. 

If with our vulgar ſoot, Scot of the Larix or Oak-tree, be mixed, and after 
the uſual manner, a corrected Oyl be drawn forth, it will be much more pre- 
valent in the Falling-ſickneſs, Swounings, and drawing together of the finews, 
it will comfortably diſſolve, and all the Animal Spirits powerfully excite and 
coroborate, 

16. Eſſence of Pearls. R:. Salt of Pearls made with Vinegar, what quan» 
tity you pleale, and pour on reCtified Spirit of Wine till it be covered three 
fingers 1n a vetlel hermetically cloſed, ſet it in hot aſhes to digeſt for eight 
or ten dayes ; In that time the Pearls will ſend forth their Egexce like to thick 
Oyl upon the ſuperſicies of the ſpirit of Wine - Separate this Oyl by inclina- 
tion with ſpirit of Wine, from that which is underneath, and keep it ioavel- 
ſel well ſtopt : Pour freſh ſpirit of Wine upon the remaining Oyl, and digeſt 
it as before, and take off the Fſſenceas often as any riſes, and put it tothe for» 
mer; Having gathered all the Eſſence, put it in a Cucurbit, and with moſt 
gentle heat draw off the ſpirit of Wine, till the E/exce remain inthe bottom 
like Oyl. Doſe, vj drops in Conſerve 0piat, or other decoction.

R. Granes of 4lkermes a ſufficient quantity, bruiſe 
them, and pour on thema convenient quantity of Roſe-water, tharpened with 
ſome drops of ſpirit of Vitriol or Sulphur, that the Roſe-water thus ſharpen- 
ed may cover the Granes four fingers : Dig-+ſt them in a hot place for four 
dayes. Take off the tinged water, and pour on more 3 do this as long as it 
will! yield any Tinccure. Diſtill the TinCftures 72 Balneo, or hot aſhes. The 
ſame extract may be made like other extracts with ſpirit of Wine. 

Or preſs the juice of ripe Granes of Alkermes with a Prefs, digeſt it four 
dayes in Balneo, untill the juice be clear, and the feces remain in the bottom. 
The juice being clear pour it off, filter and pour it into a Cucurbit 3 diſtill it 
in Balneo, the diſti]l'd water and juice keep apart, for in time of need they 
may be joyned and made into a Liquor : The ſame juice cleanſed may be 
kept for ule, it boyled with (s ſo much Sugar candied, either in hot aſhes or 
Valneo to the conliltency of a ſyrup.

19. Of Franciſcus Antonius. Firſt, fine Gold muſt be diſſolved in Agqs2 
Reems, ( aqua-regis 1s wade with tj, j of aqua fortis, with 3 iv of ſalt Ammo- 
niach Giltill'd together by Retort in ſand ) the Solution being clear, pour ie 
intoa Jarge glaſs, wider at the top then at bottom, and upon it pour Oyl of 
Tartar made per diliquium drop by drop, untill the aqua Regis become clear 
and white : It this lign appear, be certain all the Calx is deſcended to the 
bottom.

Beware leaſt the heat exceed, for as ſoon as ever the Calx toucheth | 
the fire, it immediately takes flame and vaniſhes into Air 3 wherefore it is ſa- 
fer to dry it ſo much the more diligently in a Chimney corner, or in the Air, 
ſtirring it with a wooden Spattle. 

To this Cal/x add half ſo much of pulveriſate Sulphur, mix them together, 
and in a Crucible in an open fire ſuffer the Sulphur to be ſet on fire 3 do this 
at firlt with a gentle fire, but inthe end for one hour make a moſt ſtrong fire, 
that the Calx may ina manner be reverberated, and become very little, which 
pre ſerve in a Phiol very well ſtopt. 

Then make fpirit of Urine. jj. What quantity you pleaſe of the Urine of 

a ſound man that drinks Wine, put it in a Cucurbit well cloſed, and ſet it in 
Horſe-dung, or ſome other hot place to digeſt for forty dayes3 the time of 
putrefaCction being paſt, diſti]] the Urine in ſand by a Limbeck, with a large 
Receiver annexed, till all the moyſture be diſtill'd ; when it 1s diſtill'd the 
third time, icCtihe it per Cohobia from the Capt mortunm, that at length the 
ſpirits may be duly elevated : Therefore put it in a Glaſs with a longer neck, 
with its Limbeck. and Receiver very well cloſed, diſtill it in ſand, and the ſpi- 
rit will be elevated in the Limbeck like Cryſtal, not at all attended with any 
watry humidity : This diſtillation muſt be continuEd till all the ſpirits be af- 
cended, What rilcs by ſublimation, mult be diſſolved in diſtill'd rain-water, 
and in a Glaſs as before diltill'd : This muſt be done fix times, 1n every repe- 
tition taking freſh rain-water 3 then put the Cryſtals in a Glaſs hermetically 
cloſed, and digeſt them for fifteen dayes with gentle heat i» Balneo, untill 
they become an exceeding bright Liquor : To which Liquor mnt be added 
an equall weight of good fpirit of Wine well rectified, and together tor twelve 
daycs in Za{nco be digeſted and united. 
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Now R. Calx of Sol, and on it pour the Afcrſiruun made of the ſpirit of 
Wine and Urine, till it be covered three t:ngers, digeſt it with gentle: hee 
til it become red as blood : Take off the 77-nſtranm to often as tinged, and 
digeſt it 7 Balneo for certain dayes 3 then with molt gent!» hear, exrract the 
tinged ſpirit, without diſturbing the Feces ; the ſalt will remain in the bor- 
tom 1n form of molt red Oyl, of it ſelt yielding a delectable odour, refolvib/c 
in what Liquor you pleaſe - This Oyl may therefore be uſed inſtead of the 
true Sol.

That Aerſtrunm which comes forth in the Tincture of Sof. mult 
be ſeparated iz Bzlneo blood-warm, and the Oyl remaining in the bottom oniy 
kept for uſe. This is that Anrum potabile , ( which in Fnglarnd 1s uled by 
Frunciſcus Antonius Phylitian of London ) fo often ſpoken of in Germany, 
and other places 3 of which Gr. iv, vj or viij, in what manner foever «cxl1!- 
bited, do wonderfully encreaſe ſtrength, and are powerful agatuſt every [1it- 
ca{e,evacuating almoſt all by ſweat,and ſometime expell the maligutty through 
the Emunctuory places. 

Another way. 

A thin plate of Gyld diflolved in ſpirit of Salt, abſtract the Atenſtrunm, 
the Calx will remain in the bottom, to which muſt be poured anoth.r 4:eas 
firaum made of the belt rectiticd ſpirit of Wine and Salt of Urine, (this 7 /er- 
firunn muſt be ſet in gentle heat for fifteen dayes, that it may be united } t!.t's 
1s Sol diflolved. This, together witffthe Acenſtrunm mult be diſtiI'd by a Lite 
beck in ſand, which being done, ſeparate the Merſtruum by gentle heat 7a 
Balneo, the FinCture of Sol will remain in the bottum. 

20. Laſily, ;. A Capon or Partridge whole, or ſome part of the fleſh of

often applyed without ſcarilication in great dolours,on the very ſame day. Then 
apply to the fore-head an Arodyne thus made - 

i. Landan. Opiat 5 (4 5 water of Night-ſhade, of Roſes, of each &} 1ij, 
Roc Vinegar; j and {, 5 mix theſe : moylten linnen clothes in it, and apply 
to the tore-head. Allo let the lick often ſmell to Roſe water, in which Came 
phire is diflolved, and ſometimes waſh his face with the ſaine. Inwardly, let: 
ſuch things be given, as may alter the intemperance, drive torth the noxious 
humours, 2nd which have the force of Anodynes; Such are the Laudanums 
above mentioned, 

It by this mcans the dolour abate not, uſe Veſicatories , which apply tothe 
fore-head or nape of the neck. 

Put if the dulour ariſe from an intemperate cold of the brain, cither with or 
without matter, the Medicines aforeſaid muſt be forborn, and ſuch things ap- 
plyed as are iu common uſe with PraF:tiozers : Among which, moſt proper to 
the diſeaſe are theſe - 7inegar and Oximel of Squills, water of Elder flowers, 
Oyl and water of Peneroyal, Roſemary, Dill and Wild Alexander 5 which two 
laſt, or one of them, muſt be outwardly applyed, not omitting the former , 
which remove pains of this kind, digeſt and diſlipate the matter, or ſo diſpoſe 
of it, that afterward with Errhinis and Apophlegmatiſm's they may eaſily be 
expell'd and diſlipated. 

An Und@#ionof theſe applyed to the Temples, Fore-head, and Suture Coronale 
is very convenient 3 alſo Oyl of Nutmegs made by exprefſton, and ApopleFick 
Balſom applyed to the Noſtrills, and Balſom of Amber, and of Cinamon : Like- 
wiſe caps of filk or linnen quilted with Aromatick Spices, and Cephalick 
Herbs; and ſuch as are made with four parts of Millet, and one part of Salt 
decrepitated. The caps muſt be well warmed and applyed to the headthree or 
four tunes a day. | 

And if by ordinary Remedics the dolour be not allwaged, it will be neceſ(- 
ſary to draw bliſters in the lower parts behind the eares, lay upon them Cole» 
wort leaves, and keep them open. If you would heal them up, anoint them 
with white Oyntment of XK&4aſis, Alſo if the diſeaſe continue long and be re- 
bellious, a potential or aCtual Setor or Caxtery may be applyed. 

If the doluur of the head ariſe from the foulneſs of the ſtomack, and be con- 
'tant, orby Intcrvalls ; infuſion made of Crocus of Mettals, ot flowers of An- 
timony, in B:tony or tint water, may be often exhibited. 

In dolours cauſed by cold humours Afercary with ſublimate Afercarizs vite 
ot Panueea,are very profitable, Allo very uſctull are grols powders prepa- 
red of Aromaticks, and Coriander, ConſeFion of Aniſe, Diarrhodon, Abbatis 
and D410ſch, and ſuch like made into Rotulics, and taken after meat, Thelz 
utually cure the ſtomack, and alſo the head, which mult likewiſe be comfort- 
ed with (went Balſoms, and other fuch things, being as well taken inwardly, as 
OUTW 1! iy applyed 
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In evory rin ot the head diltill'd water of Ferveirr is commended as a pro- 
mer Arcary., 7 iv of which being taken with four drops of Ipirtt of Yieriol, 
() > will 
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vill aflwage the pain + Alfo PFerveire whole bruifed, or part thereof, and ap- 
piyed tothe head 3 or whole, hung about the neck with the root upward 3 
ts 13 an Amulet. 

Vote, The Yervaineat firſt is pulled upwith the root, afterward the root 
mult be wrapt up in that Earth. 

Fxternals in pain of the Head, 

1. Ppithema of Gammar#s. 

2. Spirit of Wine, which is exccllent in pain of the head cauſed by excefs 
!1 eating or drinking, efpecially if the Teſticles be fomented with a ſpunge 
moyltened in Wine- vinegar or common water. 

3. Fprthema of Wormſeed Powder of Wormſecd macerated in water of F!- 
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cer flowers (or common water) or of Roſes ur Betony, and applyed to the nape 


of the neck. 

4. In Hemicrania , eſpecially in an Impoſthume, Cxcumer root applyed, by 
a certain propriety yields relief, being boyled with Verveine and Sea-IWorm- 
wood of each an equall part, in Wine with ſome Roſe-water added. 

This Fpithema 1s profitable in Ungarick Feavers. 

5. A Compound water thus : |;. Water of Roſes, of Fldey flowers, of each; 
iv; Camphire 3 ij, the beſt Mark Gr. 11j or vjz Extract of Carline 3 (4 Oy), 
of Spike 31j - Diflolve the Camphire in the Oyl of Spike, afterward mix them 
all, and apply them to the aking-head in mighty fervent heats, (but in F2a- 
vers before the Sun be hot, ) alſo to the Temples and hand-wrilts. 

6. A Specifick, in cold pains of the head, ſuch as young women are often 
troubled with, when they feel a cold moyſture in the hinder-part of the head :

7. In Caſes of this kind Aqua bened. and ſuch like are given. 
2, The green juice of Silver (otherwiſe liquor and potable Silver, ſuch in- 
deed may be tad + For the true Tincture is the Univerſal A7enſtranm,) which 
ic made atter this manner, R. Ofthe beſt purified water of Tartar two parts, 
ot white Terra Srgillata one part; grind them to moſt fine powder upon a 
Marble, atterwards in a Crucible well covered and luted ſet it in a wind Fur- 
nace z at lirſt encreaſe the Fire carefully by degrees, that at length ina more 
vehement Fire, it may remain for twenty four hours as it were in flux, (by 
realon of the Terra Sigillata, the matter will not flow, but it will look as if it 
did +) when it iscold you will find the water of Tartar like green glaſs in the 
bottom of the Crucible, this take out and gently reduce to powder. Of this, 
{. one part; of the Calx of fine Silver diflolved with Aqua fortis, and after 
the uſual] manner precipitated with Copper (in good ſtore of water) and

itit do, you muſt repeat your labour, Cool the veſlel and take all out, grind 
it very well, and in a Cucurbit with a broad bottom pour on the belt ſpirit 
of wine, and extract a redneſs, {the redneſs proceeds not from the Silver, 
for that yields a blew or greeniſh coJour) let them ſtand fix, ſeven, or eight - 
dayesz pour off the Spirit of Wine, and pour on more, digeſt it as before, re- 
peat this often till all the redneſs or yellowneſs be extrafted - Keep all theſe 
ExtraCtions, the Silver in the Cucurbit after ExtraGting the redneſs will appear 
blewiſh; .this therefore dry leiſurely, and upon a Marble grind it to powder 3 
Keep it carefully : But take all the red ExtraCtions, and diſtill them i» Bal- 
neo 5 draw off the ſpirit of Wine, and the redneſs will all remain in the glaſs 
like blood : This with the reſerved blewith fi)ver grind upon a Marble very 
ſmall, and with them mix twice ſo much Calcin'd flints (which are calcined 
by burning them often, and quenching them in water) theſe diligently mix- 
ed put into an Earthen Sublimatory, or low Cucurbit, and ſet them to ſub- 
lime in ſand, encreaſe the Fire by degrees unto a ſtrong fire, and then the Sil- 
ver will aſcend pertectly blew like a Saphire, leaving in the bottom a thick 
black ſubſtance. This black matter carefully taken out grind upon a Marble, 
and waſh it often with hot water, afterward in an Iron veſlel Calcine it with 
moderate heat, untill it be a moſt thin Calx, (as in Antimony; alwayes moving 
it with a Spattle.) From this Calx extract a ſalt with the ſpirit of Wine before 
diſtilled from the redneſs, which muſt cover the Calx three or four fingers, 
and be dipeſted three or four dayes i= Balneo in a cloſe veſlel : The fpiritof 
Wine beginning to wax ſomewhat white, take off the feces, and go on Cal- 
cining and extracting till it be enough, that is, untill no more ſalt come forth, 
nor the Spirit wax white, All theſe Fxtraltions put together, and draw oft 
the ſpirit of Wine by diltillation iz: Balneo, untill there be left a fourth part in 
the bottom. Set it in a cold moiſt place, and the ſalt of filver will granulate, 
and become tranſparent like Chryſta/; the remaining ſpirit of Wine, with the 
former extracted f{:]t, diſtill to a fourth part, 2nd the ſalt again granulated 
take up, and 10 goon till all the ſalt be gathered, The 1alts collected, dilt- 
gently dry and keep for uſe. R. Ot the blew filver before ſublimed and ele- 
vated two parts, of the falt now collefted one part, beat them well together

Inſania, Mania, and Melancholly. 

In Inſany, Ataniaand MHelancholly, the blood of an Als is ailocommend- 
ed for a ſpeciiick Remedy; ( the blood of the Aſs will keep a year. ) This 
Summer 1615 it reſtored a certain Carpenter z the blood was taken trom the 
veins behind the ears, in which new clean linnen clothes never uled betoure 
were macerated andafter dried, 

Note. The Analogy, the Als is a Melancholly Animal : The uſe of the 
clothes macerated as aforeſaid 3 j4. The quantity of two fingers breadth of 
the ſaid cloath, and the length of your thumb, ſteep it ina draught of Foun- 
tain water,until the colour come forth and tinge the water; T his water give to 
tne ſick once every morning for three dayes, and if potiivle lay him to fwear, 
which this blood will drive out. .

The pertect Cure of Mania is thus : 

1, Exhibit a vomitory with Aqua bened. 

2. After vomiting, for certain dayeslet him take the decoction of Anaga!' 
that bears a purple flower, without any addition. Wine mult by no means be

s 3. Prepare a ZTixivium thus : jy. Cephalick Herbs what quantity you 
pleaſe with their flowers , boyle them in Fountain water, then 1; . of Bayber- 
ries, and roots of black He/ebore, of each a convenient quantity, bruiſe them 
together grolly, and ſew them in a bagg longer then wide 3 boyle the bagg 
a little in the atoreſaid Lixivizm; And for nine dayes together, take every 
day i 1j of the Lixivium, warm it hot,and with linnen clothes moiſtened in it 
and gently ſqueezed, foment the head (being ſhaved) for one whole hour to- 
gether 3 afterward apply the atoreſaid bagg to the Suture Coronale while it is 
hot with a good ligature, let the Patient lye upon a bed, and if poſſible take 
his reſt ; then there will be a wonderful purging through the Emunctuary 
places of the head, and the belly be ſomewhat ſoluble; (this istaken trom the 
ule of HePebore among the Ancients, which was rather outwardly then inward- 
ly applyed.) Thus the fumes inherent in the Cranium and brain, are won- 
derfully diflolved, which by no other remedy could be removed. 

4. Box leaycs are commended in Mania ;, (I have not proved this but have 
heard it commended) R. Ot box nine leaves, cut them very ſmall with a 
knife, give them in one or two {poontulls of water of Lavender upon an empty 
ſtomack, not omitting the things aforenamed, which it poſitble will provoke

Of the Azure ſtone as much as you pleaſe, 
burn it fix or ſeven times, and as often quench it in ſpirit of Wine, untill it be 
reduced to powder, and with water of Meli//a, cleanſe it from its earthy filth, 
then reduce it to very fine powder, and with ſpirit of Wine digeſtitin a warm 
place for three or four weeks 3 afterward draw off the ſpirit of Wine by Di- 
ſtillation, and that which remains carefully keep. This is the Extract of the 
Laznre ſtone. Dole from 5 ſz to 5 j. In Melancholly, Epilepſic, Vertigo,and 
momentane Head-ach : In the @wartanc it is an excellent Remedy, being ex- 
hibited with appropriate Liquor. 

Paracelſus, as a ſpecifick Medicine for Meiancholly preſcribes flowers of A4- 
timony to be taken with a little Treacle, two, three or four times, by reaſon of 
the contumacy of the Diſeaſe. 

Powder of Fumitory hath beenoſten given to Melancholly,perſons, and they 
have beencured : Allo water and conſerve of Elecampane, and Eflence of the 
leſler Selandine, in hypochondriack Melancholly wonderfully help. 

Zwingerws inthe Hypochondriack. R. Of the five opening roots of each3 
(s, Bugloſs, Cardu- bened. of each one part, Wormwood a little, Fennel ſeeds ;; j,

Phrenſee. 

In the Phrenſre and Inflammation of the Brain and Membranes, with a ſharp 
Feaver concomitant, the Medicines commonly uſed are proper, therefore not 
to be rejected - The beginning of Cure in the ſharpeſt Malady of this kind, 
is rightly performed by the cutting of a vein, without reſpeC to time or hour, 
fulneſs of the ſtomack, reſtriction or evacuation; If the pain io the Head t-- 
great, the cutting of a yein muſt be reiterated the next day, which in urge... 
neceſlity muſt be done forth-with, if ſtrength will bear, and the blood cone 
forth freely without the application of any cooling ſoluble Clyſter, though the 
ſtomack be full : But if Age, and decay of ſtrength hinder , then Cuppin- 
glaſſes muſt be applyed to the parts of the Precordia, and the hinder part of 
the neck with Scarification. All diligence muſt be uſed that the fick mzy relt, 
Jeaſt he looſe his ſtrength by throwing himſelf hither and thither : The juice 
of Comfry mixt with honey and applyed to the Noſtrills, is profitable in the 
Phrenſe. It is alſo commodious in the beginning of the Diſeaſe to moiſten 
the Head with Vinegar and Roſe-water mixt; for this drives out and alters the 
humour. 

Make an Irrigation with Oyl of Roſes} iij, of Camomil 3 j, Vinegarof Roſes 
Zjand js 5 with this bluod-warm chafe the Suture Coronale, the hair being hr(t 
ſhaved off. 

In exceeding inquietudes, and tireſome watchings, if the ſtrength be migh- 
tily weakned, and the Feaver increaſed, a Doſe of Laudanum 0prat mult pre- 
ſently be given, after eight hours repeat it untill the Sick have taken 5 ſs :

[t is obſervable, that ſometimes in :/ows, eſpecially in old ones, the Flder- 
fbrub doth grow 3 and this is often ſeeft in Willows, when not tar from them 
Elders are planted for a hedge for a Garden, or other incloſure; in the fruit 
whereof when ripe, the birds take great delight, chiefly the Mag-pie, who 
ſcattering the feeds and his own excrementafterward upon ſome W3/ow (in 
which are ſometimes bred other Plants and Shrubs, as namely Amara dulcs, 
QOrtica and Sklandine) doth as it were primarily ſow the matter from whence 
this ſhrub doth ſpring; Becauſe the Mag-pye doth himſelf labour in the Epi- 
lepſie, he makes this Noble Perzapton to cure thelike Diſeaſe. The ſhrub may 
be gatheredin any month, but it is beſt in September or 0Fober, two dayes be- 
fore Full Moon, when the berries are ripe; theſe kept for uſe will continue 
in their vertue twelve years3 ſome of the ſmaller twigs will ſerve. The ule is 
chus : 

Cut one of the twigs into ſmall ſhort pieces, not flit, but whole ; tye nine of 
theſe in a knot, either with ſilk or thread, fo tyed hang it in one ſingle thread; 
Tye this about the neck as low as the Orifice of the Veatricle, that the knot 
may touch it. Apply this knot after the exhibition of other Medicines, to 
cleanſe the body, and expell the dregs of the Diſeaſe; put it on what time 
you pleaſe either before or after the Fit. The knot muſt be worn fo long, 11! 
of its own accord without any violence the thread be broken, and the knot is 
{een to fall, which not the Patient himſelf, nor any .other living muſt touch 
with hands or f-et, but with an iron tork or other convenient inſtrument, 1t 
mult be buried in the earth {0 deep, as neither man nor beaſt may come at it;

Re. Of Camphire one part, Argilla prepared and dryed vj parts, beat them

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together untill no part of the Camphire appear, Make up this mals,into round 
balls, which diligently dry in the ſhade, then diſtill it'in ſand by Retort luted, 
with areceiver, on which there is ſomediſtil'd rain water, and the' Camphir: 
will come forth partly Oleaginozs, and partly ſablimate, which notwithſtand- 
ing will diflolve it ſelf., To this diſtillation with water add of fpirit of Wine 
three parts, and diſtill it by a Limbeck with gentle fire : So the fpirit of wine 
w1ll change the Camphire to a moſt thin Oyl, which muſt be kept apart, the 
ſpirit of wine being ſeparated by a ſeparatory or by Balxeo- 
Another way. | 

Diſlolye Camphire in Antepileptich (ſpirit of Yitriol and Boys urine with 
gentle heat, and the Camphire will be elevated on the Superficies, like untv 
Oyl. This Oylic matter take and dry with Terra SigiVata and a little vinegar 
mad? up into round balls; diſtill theſe by Retort in ſand, and the Spirit or Oyl 
of Camphire will come forth very quickly. 

A decoction of Sage, Extract of the ſame, Carraway ſeed and Rocket ſeed, 
do much help ApopleGtick perſons. | 

Alſo R-. Of Aqua vite a ſufficient ng. pot berries two haudfulls, 
theſe when bruiſed macerate in the 4qua vite for three dayes, then ſtir it, 1a 
which when ſtrained put Sage, Peneroyal and Creces, and 3 j of Saffron z Give 
this to the patient to drink, and he will preſently recover his ſpeech.

R. Oyl of Natmegs made by Expreſſion, Amber-greeſe, of each Gr. xvj, the 
belt Mnrk, Benzoin, Storax calamita, the beſt Laudanum, of each 5 [4 5 di- 
{ti1I'd-Oyl of Cloves lixteen drops, Lavender, R#e, Roſemary bloſloms, Cinamon, 
of each _—_—_ {1x drops 3 theſe pulveriſate, beat with the Oyl of Nut- 
megsinafilveror Tia pan with a peſtle very well untill they be united, and 
become one intire body : Then the diſtill'd Oyls and the Balſom muſt be mix- 
ed leiſurely, and ina veſlcl well cloſed kept for uſe, It helps ApopleQicks, 
Epilepticks, and ſuch as are troubled with the Vertigo, if the fingers ends, 
temples and crown of the head be annointed therewith; and for preſervation it 
is convenient to uſe this oyntment twice or thrice a week at the leaſt.

Such is water of Lillics of the Valley made with Wine, Allo the 
F.itence of Caſtor extracted with ſpirit of Wine, Salt of Corals and Pearl, and 
allo of Amber, do wonderfully help. 

Firſt, to dr1ve out ſweat, which trom the beginning is needfull, (omitting 

univerſalls before mentioned) of admirable uſe in the Paralyſee 1s, the powder 
vr magiſtery of Cinnabar of Antimony, and magilſtery of Pearls and Corals, of 
which ſee above in Sudorsficks and Epilepſge. Doſe, trom Gr. viij to x1j or xvj. 
Sweat 15 beſt driven out 1n aStove, 2s 1n that above deſcribed in Diaphore- 
ticks. 
Among extcrnalls the Eſſence of green leaves of Tobacco, made with Malm- 
lie Wine, (only by infuſiun without diſtillation) is worthy to be praiſed 3 
eſpecially if preſcntly after ſweating, the members of the Paralytick be long 
chafted with tkis Efſence, they will eafily be reſolved and reſtored. 

The method of curing the Paralyſee for the moſt part is begun with cutting 
of a vein, after the injecting of a ſharp Clyſter 3. but this is not done unlef: 
the Age of the Patient, and habit of the body conſent. Then progreſs ſhould 
be made to concoCt and expell the matter, to which is needtull diſtill'd water 
of Trimroſes, Sage, Meliſſa, or Extrads of the ſame, and Purgatives intuled 
1 them, or extracted from thew, with addition of two or four drops of Oy!

1. In reſtoring loſt Memory, eſpecially in the Aged, powder of Trithemias, 
ſo called, will much help. See Ruland Cent. 5. Pag. 1co. 

B.. Mace, Cuveba, Cloves of each 3 vj, leaves of Sena, Cryſtals of Tartar, 
Ginger, Ground-pine, of each 3 v, Root of Calamws Aromat. Gentian, Seeds of 
Cumin, Mountain Silver, Aniſe, Ames, Daucws, Wild Alexander, Spikcnard of 
India, of each 3 ($, Magiſtery of Coral and Pearls of each 3 ij; Reduce them 
to powder. Doſe 3 j, which muſt be taken in the firſt month, morning and 
evening three hours before meat, in Wine or other convenient Liquor. In the 
ſecond month only in the mornings. In the third month in the mornings thrice 
1a a week. In the fourth month twice in a week, and ſo forward, for certain 
months. 

2. In comforting and reſtoring the Memory, of admirable uſe is Aqua Mag- 
nanimitatis deſcribed in the ſecond part of Conradinus His marrow of Diſtil- 
lations.

The black pow- 
der of Mercury that remains in the bottom of Spirit of Wine, that hath been 
uſed for puritication thereof, a convenient quantity, mix it with the pulp of 
of roaſted Apples, that it may be like an Oyntment : Then take linnen cloth, 
cut it in two long \tripes like a girdle, imbibe theſe in liquid Extratt of Saffrox, 
and dry them. Upon theſe two ſpread the Oyntment in form of a Playſter, 
ſow them together, thoſe ſides which are ſpread inward, and apply the Gir- 
dle to the naked body about the Loynes , which muſt be worn for ſome 
time.

Diſeaſes of the Face and Mouth. 
Redneſs of the Face. 

In redneſs of the Face, reſpect muſt be had tothe Liver, from the intempe- 
rance of which, all preternatural redneſs is wont to proceed : Therefore 
omitting what is before treated of, a root of S#ccory with the whole Plant, be- 
ing infuſed, and the infuſion uſed for ſome time, correfts the Liver. The ſame 
vertue is in other Plants, 

Afterward proceed to things proper for the part affected; As &. Of A4- 
ſtich, white Frankincenſe and Camphire, of each a like quantity, diflolye them 
with Spirit of Wine, with which waſh the Face morning and evening for two 
orthree months 3 and for certain months, once or twice a month make fcarift- 
cation in the lower part of the Ear : Alfo for certain months the Face muſt be 
annointed with the Unguent of Ceruſe camphorate, and ſometimes waſht with 
a Lixivinm made of Coleworts burnt to aſhes, and quickly after the redneſs 
will beremoved : of which ſee more in Heckers Antidotes,

[n wheales of the Face the ſame thinvs arc good, but wore excellent js the 
Menſtruum (of a Maid or other young woman of a good conſtuution) ditlolv- 
cd in hot watcr.with which.if for certain dayes In the evening at golng to bod 
the Face be waſht, then of its, own accord the parts afttelted will be dry, the 
wheals fall oft, and the Face recovering a new 1kin be tree from rednefs.. 

For the removing wheals and morphew all over the Face, admirably efficaci- 
cious is the Oyl of Toads, which is made after this manner 3 j;.

| Tooth-ach. 

The Tooth-ach ariling from what cauſe ſoever, is by a certain Specifick 
propriety Cured with a Sorrel root, dryed and applycd to the aching Tooth. 
I ufe to gat!.cr it in the Spring before it buds, which is beſt. The Bxrr root 
(ſomewhat more lowly) will pertorm the ſame; theſe take away the paine, 
and extraCt the ſuperfluous humour very much. 

It the dolours proceed from diltillations, a decoCtion of the greater Urtica 
(ſome mix it with a little grated Nutmeg, Saffron, and burnt Wine, with a 
like quantity of Vinegar ) taken very hot in the mouth, and kept for ſome 
time to the part attected, doth wonderfully extract the peccant humours : In 
the beginving it ſeems to augment the pain, but a little after it mitigates and 
fully removes. Ot like vertue is a decoGtion of Gxuaicum made with wine and 
water, Inthe ſame caſe (chiefly in diſtillations) a decotion of wild Betony 
is excellent z or the muuth may profitably be gargled with both theſe deco- 
CH10Ds. 


Hollow aching Teeth. 

In hollow Teeth that ake, or inthe pains of Teeth without hollownefs, Oy! 
of Cloves is of ſingular uſe, if in; j of this 5 {4 of Camphirebe diſſolved 
and of this compoſition one or two drops taken, and with Cotton (that hath 
lain among Mulk ) be put into the hollowneſs, or otherwiſe applyed to the 
aking tooth, takes away all pain. Allo Laudanums Opiat in Pills, either put 
into the hollownels, or the teeth annointed therewith, or elſe diſſolved with 
Unguent of Alabaſter ( Gr. j of Laudanumwto 3 j of the Unguent) and exter- 
nally applyed by annointing.

Worn or waſted Teeth. by 

Teeth corroded and waſted are often times dolorous, which are cured by a 

ſuffumigation of Henbare, through a Pipe conveyed to the teeth. 
Rotten Teeth. 

Rotten teeth wil! more ealily come forth, if you touch them often with 
your fingers, firſt rubb«c 1n the powder that is made of water Lizards bowel- 
led and calcined in an Oven. The Lizards are takenin Apriland May. Allo 
if a tooth be taken out of the jaw of a dead man, and the root thereof be of- 
ten applyed to the rotten tooth, it will canſe it to fall out in few dayes by 
piece-meals. 

In the difficult breeding of teeth in Children, the jaws mnft ofteg be an- 
nointed with treih butter, and they will more eaſltly come torth,

If inflammation be, make a Gargariſm of diſtill'd Tobacco water with Lapis 
Prunella dillolved init 5 (or Prunella water.) 

Outwardly may be applyed a Poultis of Wheat bread boyled 1u milk. 

Diſtillation to the knot of the Jaw. 

In diſtillation to the knot of the Jaw-bone, accompanmed with unmobility 
of the part, a bag fill'd with powder of Tartar and common Salt, and exter- 
nally applyed very hot, obſtructs the diftillations ; the immobility it ſelf is re- 
moved by Oyl of Re and Earth-worms, in which flowers of Camomi! have 
been boyled : Or it you pleaſe add Oyl of Camomil to the former Oyles, and 
the affected place annoint hot. 

Exulceration. 


In Exulcerations, the firſt thing proper to obſtruct is a decoction of Sa- 


vory 1n Wine, with which the mouth mult be often waſht.

Care of the dolours of the Teeth. | 

Becauſethe pains of the Teeth for the moſt part atile trom the defluctions 
of the head, therefore in the Cure thereof ſuch things muſt be applyed as 1n- 
hibit defluxtons.

Laſtly, ConteCtion of Mulberries, or ratherthe juice expreſt, or ſalt of Mul- 
berries ( a Proprietate) in theſe ſharp humours are very commodious; there- 
tore by the Germanes 1s called Maulbeer. 

_Fnirefied and fetid Ulcers. 

In Ulcers fetid and/putrefied, belides theſe now ſpoken of, thoſe green wa- 
ters above preſcribed in the Chap. of 022m, muſt be uſed, which totally re- 
move all putrefaCtion and fetid exulceration, ſo as a perfect conſolidation may 
ealtly follow. :

R-. Opyl of Vitriol - is, Plantane water ; lj, mix tizefe, make 4 PzLon . 
This preſently ſtops the flux of blood from the Lights, and the abundant vo- 
miting of blood. Or xg. Diſtill'd water of the root of Urizca; j, Oyl of 37- 
triol to a convenient ſharpneſs, make the mixture, and give it cold: Thi allo 
happily cures the vomiting of blood :- Sce below of vomiting. Take care the 
throat be not ulcerated.

Palpitation of the Heart. 

In Palpitation of the heart, from what cauſe ſoeyer produced, memorable 
is the Bezoar-ſione, that which is g«nuine, not adulterated. Gr, ij or #j of this 
being daily taken with Gr. v or vj of Magiſtery of Corals, and as much of the 
Magiſltery of Pearls, remits the Difcaſe. I hey may be exhibited in Cimremon, 
or other compound Cordial water. S 

Externally may be applyed Unctions of Cordial Balloms; Alſo 'Fpithema's 
both hot and cold. 

Note, The inveterate Palpitation of the heart 1s wholly removed, by the 
Mummy made of a found man, being often given in Cinamon water 4 Crol/ivs 
his Treacle water 3 alſo the Camphorate Treacle water of Cro/lizs, compound- 
ed with Mixtara ſformpiex. Likewiſe Liquor of Pearls prepared with fpirit of 
Guatacum, which it inwardly taken is wonderful efficacious. Oyl of Cinamor 
uſed1n Retula's help much. 


Little worms in the Heart. 

That there are little worms bred in the heart, or under the Capſula, is out 
of doubt {this Diſcaſe being familiar with Virgins.) T he malady is diſcover- 
ed; 1. By pricking dolours of the heart. 2. By the voiding, or not voiding 
the maw-worms. 3. By ſigns of the anguiſb, when there is a Convulfion. 

Cordials either hot or cold, as alſo Speciticks, in this Diſeaſe are of little or 
noeffe(t. Only the Bezoar-ſtone, being taken in the beginning, before Con- 
vulſions happen, with Salt of Taxſy or Cretic or vulgar Dittany, doth ſome- 
times yield relief. Doſe Gy. iv, v, vj to viij. 

T he Specifick Cure is thus - 

1. The Maw-worms mult be expelled by Mercury exhibited in Conſerve of 
Roſes after this manner.* |. Mercu. viv. purged 5 j, temper it ( Mercary is 
not properly mortified) or mortitie it with faſting ſpittle, or juice of Lem- 
mons 3 mix it with3 ſs of Conferye of Roſes, adding Gr. ij of Benzoin pul- 
veriſate; or it the crudenelſs of the Mercwry be ſufpected, then only infuſe 
3 jor ij of Benzoin in a draught of cold water for one night, and give it with- 
out Mercury. This attraCts nothing from the water, but by its own odour helps 
the diſeaſed. Or elſe give tg drink 5 1j or 11 of diſtill'd water of Onions or 
Garlick, and the maw-worms will certainly dye or be expell'd. 

2. The maw-worms beiagthus deftroped, if Cunvulfion, and return of the 
Fits be, it is a moſt certain ſighob worms it the heart : Therefore exhibit Spe- 
cifick Extracts of Garlick, Horſe-radifſh and Water-creſſes; Doſe 5 j inbroath 
or Liquor wherein the Rgdgfer have been before macerated;by this means the 
Cure will ſpeedily tollow. | 

Note. In defeCt of the Extracts. one, twoor three ſpoontulls of the juice of 
each of them may be ſufficient. 1 he 1alrs of thele Simples rightly prepared are 
more excellent,

In preſerving from, and cure ot Poyſons, diligently obſerve what 1s pre- 
ſcribed by Cro/lins, tor things more perfett are nor given. Lichtenackers Bal- 
ſom of Life 1s a famous 4ntidote 4 Allo wy 1itirncral Solar-R:S0ar. 
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In dolour of the heart, Bezoar and other things mentioned abure in the 
Chap. of Confortatives are of lipgular ule, 


Vices of the Paps. 

Inflammation of the breaſts are chiefly aſlwaged with external Fpithema's, 
An Epithema of Frankincenſe and Myrrh boyled with Vinegar and Wine, and 
applyed blood warm, takes away inflammations in their beginning 3 in more 
vehement dolour Gr. 1j, lij oriv of La»danum Opiat mult be added : So the 
prepared FYernix of the Juniper tree being applyed inſtead of a Plaiſter re- 
moves inflammation, and prevents the Impoſthume. Hemlock ſimple, bruiſed 
and applyed, abates inflammation ariſing from abundance of milk,and hinders 
mien, 

Internally in inflammations of this kind, the ſpeckled eyes of a Peacocks 
tayle (by the ſignature of Paps) yield preſent help. Three or four of them 
—_ ny cut very (mall, and exhibited with Mint-water, give eaſe 
preſently. 

Inpoſthumations are helped, 1. By things that diſcuſs the matter. 2. By 
fuch as ripen it. Ulcers are by nothing more eaſily cured then by Oyl of Wa/- 
xt; made by expreſſion, thickned in a frying pan, and afterward gently ap- 
plyed with-Suppoſitories. 

Moſt Excellent is Rulands Balſom of Sulphur thus made : 

R. Sulphur or flowers of Sulphur 5 ij, Oyl of Poppy by Expreſſion i! j, good 

ine F iij 5 macerate them eight dayes and nights with gentle heat , often 
ſtirring them ; afterward boyle them with moſt ſoft fire till the wine be con- 
ſumed,during the boyling keep it alwayes ſtirring : This filter or ſtrein through 
a cloth and keep for uſe : See Carat. 29. Cent. 1. of Kulands : Allo a Plaiſter of 
Diaſulphur, thus : 

R. Oyl of $»/phur 3 iij, Wax3 (%, Scammony 3 11j, Myrrh to the weight of 
them all - Upon the Wax, Scammony and Oyl, ſprinkle the Myrrh moſt tinely 
pulveriſate by little and little 3 this mixture boyle with gentle heat, alwayes 
ſtirring it with a wooden ſpattle till it bewell and throughly mixt. After half 
an hour remove it from the fire, and dry it leiſurely. 


Cancers. 

Cancers in Womens breaſts for the moſt part follow the Obſtruction of the 
Menſes, it from other procatartick cauſes they take their beginning, yet often- 
times the Flowers ſtop, and the Diſeaſe is made. worſe. If already ulcerated, 
it is beſt in this caſe to leave them untoucht; Auxiliaries are of no force, but 
rather exaſperate the Diſeaſe. It will be more ſafe, if either by Nature or Me- 
dicine the Merſes return, or be reduced to their priſtine ſtate. If by Age, or 
otherwiſe by the evil digeſtion of the budy, theſe be obſtructed, then by pur- 
ging and cleanſing Medicaments remove the defect. 

Among ſuch as mundetie excellent is Specificum purgans of Paracelſws ; Allo 
Mercar. dulcz, and other things that expeil Melancholly, both Chymical and 
Vulgar. The ulcerated breaſt is moſt firmly cured. 

1. By wathing it with water of Soot, untill an Fſchara be made. 

2. By applying Oyl of fixt Arſenick tempered in Plantain water, untill the

Internally may be often exhibited Magiſtery of Crabs-eyes, in water of 4r- 
fſemart or Samphire. _ | 

The Ulcers after this manner cleanſed, and the Cancers alſo mortified, Con- 
ſolidatory Medicaments mult be outwardly applyed 3 ſuch are the Oyl and 
Balſomn of S»{phar, and Plailſter of the ſame. 

But this renowned Cure is only in Cancrous Ulcers, or rather beginning to 
cancerate. If there be inflammation in the ſkin, or it the Ulcer become ſordid 
and Cavernous, eſpecially if it ſpread almoſt into the ſtomack, it is ſeldom of 
never cured, 

It is very convenient after the cleanſing of Ulcers to ſprinkle on them the 
powder of the inward ſkins of Eggs which included the young. The fuper- 
abundance of milk is excellently remedied, and the curdling prevented with 
leaves of Hemlock or Mint applyed 3 much more happy would the operati- 
on be, if at the ſame time, the Menſes be alſo moved either by Nature or 
Art. 

Fernel-ſeeds often eaten encreaſe milk, alſo the Fernel-root worn is of like 
effect. The Chryſtal tone moſt finely pulveriſate, of which 5 ſy or 3y, taken 
inwardly once or twice in Fernel-water, by a certain propriety encreafeth | 
milk. 

Chops of the Breaſts are cured by the greaſe of Wooden ſpoggs, of which 
above in (efts of the lips; Allo Pomada of a Capon. The Cancer 1s a foul tu- 
mour, in ſight unequal, ſometimes with pain. It takes its name from Cyabe. 
This Vice is in every part of Humane Body, both external and interna], which 
receive from Nature a conſtant purgation; the parts weak and thin, greedily 
receive the thick melancholly matter:of the melancholly humour is generate\ 
vehement heats , which becoming more ſharp produce ulceration. 

There are different kinds of Cancers, ſome without Ulcers, others ulcer. 
ted. The figns are tumours with great inflammation, waxing black without 
very great heat, and the yeins in the whole habit of the body (well, becaufe 
the _— blood is attrafted from the Centre, therefore the veins are 

ufted up. 
n The _ of the Cancer is like aſhes, livid and inclining to Purple, in touch 
moſt hard, yet ſometimes accompanied with dolorous prickings, chiefly when 
in the Jawsor Breafts, but in ſome vther parts it procures dolour, and in ſome 
not. | 

The Cancer is diverſe both as to place and matter; by reaſon of the matter 
when the humours are mixt, viz. Melancholly and Choller together; by rea- 
ſon of the place, when it is either in the Face, Lips, Noſe, Fore-head, Hands or 
Fingers, as I have learned by experience 3 theſe parts are uſually free from 
pain; bur it in the breaſt there is pricking dolours 3 in the ſecret part alſo pain 
1s wont to be. 

Sometimes in the Lips, Noſe, corners of the Eyes, Fore-head, and in every 
part of the Face are bred as it were Warts in form of Yetches, which afterward 
dilate and encreale like Muſhrums, with lips brawny and turn'd inward, which 
are wont to fend forth blood or virulent matter. In the Fore-head they dilate 
themſelves by violent corroding. 

There is another kind or ſpecies which comes not at all to an Ulcer, but is a 
tumour or hard ſwelling inthe ſkin, livid, and never vlcerates, yet alwayes en- 
creaſes. Tumours of this kind are wont to grow in the Neck, Liver, Spleen, 
Privitics and Matrix, ſeldom in other parts of the body, 1 have ſeen none, only 
at Padua in the Nole of one Woman. . 

[ 
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If the firſt kind of this Diltetper, ulcerate, continue, cat into. 2nd penetrate 
the bottom, ſend forth ſtinking corrupt matter, anc PrOCUTC abominible pain 
almoſt inſufferable, 

That which hath roots and veins ſwoilen, and in the inward parts of the 
Breaſt attrats the blood from the bottome 1s incurable ; The other js cure- 
able. 

In Cure of the Cancer an order of Dict muſt be appointed, wherein care- 
fuliy muſt be avoiding ſuch things as generate Melancholly juice 3 Ptiſane, 
Barley, Mallowes, Herb Orage, Beet, and all things that generate good bloud, 
and are eafie of digeſtion may be uſed. Drink may be thin, white-wine not 
very old. 

vacuation mult firſt be endeavoured by taking away blood, as ſtrength 
and age will permit. The middle vein in the back may be cut, and eſpecially 
means uſed to provoke the Menſes, afterward the peccant humour evacuated 
by ſuitable medicaments. 

Things purging are Epithymon, Sena, Polipode, Whey of milk, and compoli- 
tions of this kind, as ConfeCtion of Sexe, Conftection of Bugloſs, and Pill of the 
Azare-ſtone. 

Afterward it will be neceſſary to repell or diſcuſs the humour lurking in the 
part, which ugh very little, leaſt untoit a greater abundance of matter 
flow, ſome repercuiſive mult be applyed round about the affeCted, which being 
done ſprinkle upon it the Bleſſed Powder given to me by the Moſt High, for 
the Utility of Man-kind. 

It behoves the Phyſician to obſerve this method ; let him alwayes with 
faſting ſpittle apply Bombace. If the Cancer be ulcerated, the Ulcer being tirit 
wiped clean from all filth and. corrupt matter, let him take the powder and 
ſprinkle it all over the Sore, as fiſh are wont to be ſprinkled with Flower be- 

e they be fryed, and with the aforeſaid Bowbace cover it and annoint it 
ropnd about with faſting ſpittle, that it may ſtick, when it ſticks it will not 
fall off, untill together with it the roots be eradicated. This is wont at firſt 
laying on to procure great dolour, when the ſharp and corroding humour can- 
not be purged out through the Ulcer ( yea, although the tumour be great at 
that time, the Medicament muſt neither be removed, nor any other put on, 
but muſt be annointed round about with Oyl of Roſes, and left untill it fall 
off of it ſelf; ) when the ſharp humour is purged by the Ulcer no more pain 
remainsz this muſt then be purged as uther Ulcers. I alwayes uſe incarnative, 
cleanſing and digeſtive powder, madeonly of Turpentine and yolks of Fggs, 
with Oyntment of Lithargy and Anmy, of which I hereatrer deſcribe the me- 
thod of Preparation. 

| This muſt alwayes be diligently minded, that if any part of the roots re- 
main, the powder muſt be again applyed : Sometimes it happens that after the 
roots are removed, one Cancer grows as it were from (or upon) another, as in 
the Kings Evil, then it behoves to reiterate the powder untill all the Evils be 
removed. Thoſe Cancers are moſt difficult of Cure when they are in parts of 
the inward breaſt, becauſe their rocts are between (or in) the parts of the 
{tomack. 

[ have cured many Women, when the Cancer hath been ulcerated, only 
with this Plaiſter following 3 I took Amzmoniack dillolved in Vinegar, and 
with it moſt excellently purged the malignant juice of the Cancer, in fuci1 
a manner as no corrupted matter was attracted to the afſected part, and have 


often repeated it to a perfect Cure. 'I uſe toapply it certaine dayes after

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Ulcers of the Ventricle. 


Ulcers of the Ventricle are difticultly cured, and therefore by the Provi- 
dence of Nature very ſeldom happen. 


Stoppage of the ſtomach, or diſſiculty in ſwallowing, 

In ſtoppage or difficulty of ſwallowing, the juice of Natts is ſingularly help. 
full, if in 3 j of it, Gr. vj, viijor x, or 5 {4 at molt of Salt Gem be tempered, 
and this by degrees be leiſurely ſwallowed, it takes away all this difficulty, ſo 
25 it apparently removes all obſtructions, as well what are occaſioned without 
as within the Diſeaſe, that is, it removes both the Diſeaſe and ſymptomes. If 
a hard Tumour caule this difficulty, a Plaiſter of Hemlock (which is made of 
the juice of Hemlock, Oyl of Camomil and Wax, of each a ſufficient quantity) 
muſt be applyed outwardly to the Orifice of the Ventricle; this mult be uſed 
till] the Tumour be diflolv'd, and then the temper'd juice of Nuts will remove 
the remaining difficulty. See Cardanus and William Fabricius. 


Cardialgy, or pain at the heart. 


Cardialgy in its beginning, or of * ſome continuance, may be cu- 
: red by vomiting, if that may be procured : T herefore a vomit provo- 
ked with Aqua bened. or Gilla of Theophraſizs, doth moſt eaſily remove the 

ain. 
d The inveterate Cardialgy chiefly in the Agedis intime removed with ſyrup 
of Camomil (vomits are not ſo ſafe for the Aged.) Better is an Arcanum of Ca- 
momil, eſpecially of the Rowane Camomil, being daily exhibited in Mint water 
till the Diſeaſe decline. 

Outwardly may be applyed FEpithema's of ſuch things as mollifie and aſlwage 
the pain, as Camomil, and Mallowes. 

Moſt excellent in this caſe is Thurmheuſerus his Saphirick,, Oyl of Camo- 
mil (which is made of flowers of Camomil, with a little Turpentine of Cypreſs 
diflolved in water, and added thereto, and afterward-diſtill'd by a bladder) 
given in water of Mint, Camomil, Elder-flowers, or inthe water of the wild 
Pruxela leaves. Doſe, four, five or ſix drops.

Dilatation of the mouth of the Vemtricle. 


In Dilatation or gaping of the mouth of the Ventricle : After meat very 
powerfull are Confections of Aniſe, Fennel and Coriander ; or before Meat, 
Tablets of Diatrion-pipereon, Oyl of Pepper is beſt; purging things in this 
caſe are uſcleſs. 

Externally 3aſp/may be applyed, rather worn in a bag about the Orifice, 


The ſtink of the Ventricle. 

In ſuch like ſtinks, Amber ſuſpended in wine, alſo Oyl or Salt of Cinamoy, 
are uſeful. 

Intemperance of the Ientricle. 

Intemperance of the Ventricle with humours, either from a cold or hot 
cauſe, is corrected at firſt with gentle von.iting, for ſo the pondrous filth of 
the Ventricle, and concomitant intemperance ot this kind,it more ealily exter- 
minates, then can be expelled by purging Medicainoents through the tnferiour 
parts.

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Moreover the toldings of the Ventricle, ſtuffed up with abundance of hu-+ 
mours, are releaſed, and afterward the inveterate intemperance is ezfily re- 
moved. If no humour accompany the Diſtemper, it will not be abſurd to ab- 
ſtain from vomits Camong which Aqua bened. 1s molt excellent) orelſe if they 
can be indured,to enjoyn the uſe thereof 3 Yet more ſafely we ſhall proceed in 
uſing Laxative Purges, ſuch as Laxative powder of Sena, Extratt of Mecho- 
achanna , Vegetable Panchymagogon, and Mercarius dulcis; after the uſe of 
theſe, Specitick Confortatives muſt be exhibited. 

In intemperance ariſing from either a hot or cold cauſe, excellent is the 
acid ſpirit of Yitriol, chiefly of Venws, of which ſee Crol/izs bis Notes, This 
is alwayesto be underſtood, that Phyloſophick ſpirit of Yitriol is more exeel- 
lent when exhibited ina proper Vehicle (two hours before meat without mo» 
tion , or one hour with motion; ) It heat be prevalent, with the tinture of 
Roſes, or Extratt of Century minor, (Note the Arcanum of this is better; ). If 
cold predominate, then with Extract of Calamys aromat, Wormfeed, Wormwood 
wine, or rather generous wine. 

In the Aged, chictly Phlegmatick, and ſuch as are afflicted with the Ca- 
tarith, the Etlence of Meliſſa extracted with ſpirit of wine; alſo the Eflence 
of Peneroyal are very profitable : Either of theſe Eſſences may ſometimes be 
fortified (in the exhibition of ont ſpoonful thereof) with ſome pieces of Ca- 
lomus aromat. candid, or with two orthree drops of Oylof Juniper; for ſo 
the Phegm is excellently reſolved. Note. Some drops of the Phyloſophick 
ſpirit of /itrio! mixt with theſe Eſſences, renders them more efficacious. 

The Ventricle thus corrected, all its ſymptomes, as Cardialgy, from conſent 
of the ſtomack, defects of the mind, Dilirium and Drowſie Evil, can neither a+ 
bide nor prevail. 

The Ventricle is corrected moſt commodiouſly by Vomitories ; the impurt- 
ties removed and Ventricle reſtored, all its Symptoms ceaſe. 

If by chance, after the Ventricle is comforted and correCted as aforeſaid, any 


of thele accidents ſhall remain, recourſe muſt be had to the proper Chapters 
treating of theſe Diſeaſes, 


[ vathing, and want of Appetite. 

In loathing food and want of Appetite, the Phy loſophick Spirit of Yitriol, 
whoſe vertues cannot ſufficiently be commended, yeilds relief. It muſt be ex- 
hibited in convenient Vehicles, as water of Mint,of Sorrel,in wine and broathz 
the nauceating food ariſes from the corrupted and benum'd vitriolate juice 
in the bottom of the ſtomack, which is again excited by ſharp things. 

The loathing food externally is removed with an Fpithema made of Malmſie 
wine, and a like quantity of Vinegar, with a cruſt of bread ſprinkled with 
powder of Cloves, and applyed hot to the Ventricle; thisis done when imbe- 
cility of the Ventricle alſo accompanies. Of like vertue is an oyntment made 
of butter of Goats milk, and Oyl of cloves mixt with it (which muſt be 
dropt upon the butter) and the Ventricle annointed therewith, eſpecially ia 
Chronical Diſtempers of this kind : See more below inthe Chap. of Nauſc- 


ouſneſs. 
Hungrineſs. 

In Hungrineſs (this ariſes from detect of the vitriolatedguice) the mouth 
of the {toinack is exceedingly patned thoſe things above-mentioned and de- 
{cribed in patitons of this kind, are here of principal uſe. It therefore other 
things be conſcntaneous, a vomit ſpeedily effects the Cure : For fo the ma- 

lignant 
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ligaant humours are diſperſt, drawn out, and the ſtomack freed, trom all impe- 
diments, reſtored to its priſtine [tate, 

But it vumiting may nut be moved, either through an extream decay of 
firength, or no 3gns can be perceived to perſwade thereto, then recourſe may 
moſt ſafely be had to ſharpe vitriolate Medicines, As Phyloſophical Spirit of 
[itriol, in wine of Pomegranates, (yrup of Lemons, {ſyrup of the ſfower juice 
of Citron, or with Tincture of Koſesz this muſt be drunk divers times, even 
to the declination of the Diſeaſe, and it pertectly cures. 


Canine Appetite. 


The Canine Appetite (the cauſe of this is green Choller, or vitriolated juice 
in the ſtomack, therefore is not to be diſturbed by vomiting, leaſt by moving 
the humour, the Choller follow, neither are vitriolate ſharp juices to be given, 
jeaſt the evil be encreaſed)) it is removed by the eſſence of Meliſſa extrafted 
with ſpirit of wine : Dole one ſpoontull mixed with ſome drops of Oyl of 
Carraway, Yet ſuch things are firſt to be uſed, as diminiſh the vitriolate juice 
or Choller, and expellit by the inferiour parts 3 Such are Extract of Kubarb, 
and Hechoachanna, allo vegetable Panchymagogor, all which are in this caſe 
highly commended. The yolks of Eggs boyled hard and eaten often, by a 
ſpecifick propriety cure this Diſeaſe. | 


Longing : or the immoderate deſire of Women with Chill. 


[n-this Diſtemper water of Cinamorn and of Orange peels are very heipful, 
* Pujtnos ( in Longing of Women with Child vomitories and purges * are of no 
beuſed, Uſe.) Alſo ſalt of Cinamon, of Orange and Citron peels, with Mayiltry 
of Coral and Pearls. 
If the thing deſired be denyed, leaſt the young be thereby injured , it is 
convenient preſently to give the woman with Child water of the white Vine 
buds, or of Briony. 


Malachia. 
Of Atalachia ſee below in the Chap. of Cachexy of Virgins. 


Thirſt. 

In Thirſt ariling from what cauſe ſoever, eſpecially in Feavers, Lapis Pru- 
zel/a diflolv'd in cold fountain water, or a Julep of Roſes is very convenent, 
Alſoexcellent is ſpirit of Vitrio!, ſome drops in fountain water or cooling Ju- 
leps (Spirit of Salt inthe Droplie only extinguiſhes thirſt ) alſo the water of 
Allum diltill'd in Balneo allwages thirſt and heat of every kind. 

It is more wholelome for Travellers in the heat of Summer not to drink, 
though oppreſt with thirſt, yet ſomething to quench their thirſt is very conve- 
nient, to which purpoſe excellent is the ſhells of wood Prunel/os chewed inthe 
mouth, which in Travelling may ſerve inſtead of drink, 

So this following powder 1s very profitable to Itinerants chiefly in the Sum- 
mer, if the intemperate heat of the Liver be urgent. 14. repper, Aniſe, of 
cach 9 j, Liquoriſh7 j, root of the Flower de Luce 3 j, fine Sugar |}, j; make 
Ss, moſt fine powder. So much of this may be taken as will * Iye

water, brew it well together, and it will be a muſt pleaſant drink, al- 
laying thirſt, and corroborating the interior parts : Sumetimes, chictly in Fea-

Cradity 
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Crudity of the Ventricle. 


Crudity of the Ventricle, if age and ſtrength permit, is taken away with a 
vomitory of the diſtill'd water of Nats and Radifo, with a little Aqua beted. 
then ſuch things as corroborate the ſtomack muſt be uſed both inwardly and 
outwardly. 

Internals are all ſharp things, as Phyloſophical Spirit of Yitrio! mixt with 
Conſerve of Roſes, Sorrel, Mint and ſuch like. Alſoeffence of Pennyrogal, 
which inloſt, flow or corrupted digeſtion yield relief 3 Oyl of Maſtich in help- 
ing concoction is excellent, if two, three or four drops of it be exhibited 1n 
convenient liquor, as wine, or other compoſition; Eſlence of Melifſa much 
helps the aged. 

Note. Intheſe Aﬀedts of the Ventricle, Balſom of Alves 3 j or ij, being ta- 
ken after Supper in the Evening, or after Mid-night, doth much ſtrengrhen 
theſtomack : Alſo Pills of the vulgar Alves, chiefly when compounded with 
extract of Myrrh. 

Externally InunCtions help, Epethema's and Stomachal Sear-clothes, among 
which famous is the Sear-cloth made of pure Landanxm, with a convenient 
quantity of Wax mixt and made up in form of a Plaiſter. Alſo Mint, Worn- 
woodand Pennyroyal, ſewed up in a bag and worn, is of like effect. 

To help Crudities of the Ventricle, putrified Salt Ammoniack is highly 
commended for an appropriate ſpecifick z alſo water and Balſom of the ſto- 
mack, Balſom of Fennel and Spirit of Worewwood profit much; 


Purified Salt ammoniack. 


R. Salt ammoniack well dryed and filings of Iron, of each ft, j, mix them 
diligently, and with a Cucurbit or Retort ſublime them in ſand,firſt with gentle 
fire, afterward more ſtong, that what is pure may aſcend to the neck of the 
Cucurbit or Retort, leaving the feces and hlings in the bottom; that which

11 or 1v taken in Worm- 
wood wine, orina decoction of Saſſafras, and this drunk for certain dayes to- 
gether, ſoas ſweatings may be moved by the ule of the Medicament, doth 
perfectly cure the Ventricle. 

Moreover the uſe of this is expedient in curing Feavers, of which ſee belbw 
in the Specifick Febrile. 

Moſt excellent to free both the ſtomack and the whole body from all impu- 
rities, is the Water or Balſom of the Ventriclez thus made, R. Nutmeg,

d Digeſtion Loſt. 

Loſt digeſtion in Chronical Diſeaſes, where for the moſt part the ConcnGii- 
on oft the Ventricle 1s wholly decayed, 1s in time reſtored, by Analogy with 
the eflence of bread, and the Oyl thereof ; it alſo other things, as well in- 
wardly as out wardly be rightly adminiftred : So the effence of fleſh extra ed 
by being boyled alone in a cloſe veilel without any addition of water , {Joth 
gradually reſolve all nutriment, and recalls, as it were from baniſhment, the 
concoGion of the Ventricle to its priſtine ſtate. 

The Oyl or red Extract of Bread, by its ſignature reprelents blood , and 
this 1ceu's not vain, for with all Edible things a found inan may be nautcated, 
except only with bread, which of humane nutriment is the moſt powertu!l in- 
ſtrument 3 it therefore Chynacally reduced to a molt pleatant effence, ( Na+ 
ture eagerly receives things pleatuntly eflounciied) and into Ovl, which hoing 
received by little drops Ieifurcly is almoſt preſently converted to 2 ma of 
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Uood for the bench of the lecond digeſtion :; This preſerves man long in 


health, and reſtores digeſtion loſt. 


Belchings. 

In BRelchings alſo IWormwood-wine 1s commonly praiſed, fo is the Arcanum of 
it; allo the Salt and ſpirit of Salt of Wormwood are more powerful. If belch- 
ings ſtink, and be unſavoury, chictly if they {inell like Verdegreaſe, the prin- 
cipal help tor this is to procure vomiting with Aqua bered. and water of Aint 
and 4ni/e, which caſts out all the earthly filth from the ſtomack, and frees it 
from its crudity : That belchings may afterward be leſs offenſive, after vo- 
witing thole things are of principal uſe, which we have deſcribed to be made 
of IVoermmwood. 


IWindineſs of the Ventricle, 

The Cure of the wind of the, ftomack agrees with the Cure of Belchings : 
yet in this cale 15 commended the Eflence of Coriander taken before meat; 
alſo Oyl of Carmire and Orange peels. Hypocrates laith, the belly long fill'd with 
wind thieatens the 7impany. 


The Inflation of the Ventricle. 


In inflation of the ftomack, not omitting things before mentioned, among 
which is Balſoms or Oyl of Fennel, which given in few drops, do much help : 
So Oyl of Carawayes as well inwardly as outwardly yields relief, chiefly when 
Epithema's made of Carminatives are outwardly applycd. 


Tumour of the Ventricle, 

In Tumours of the Ventricle arifing from windineſs, or from any other 
emergent cauſe; Diaphoretick Antimony, or the fixed flowers of white Anti- 
mony, given for certain dayes often in Ferret water, by a certain ſpecifick pro- 
priety do much hclp- and the more when ſweating is ſomewhat moved after 
the taking them. Of no leſs vertue is Mixtura Simplex given once or twice in 
IVormwood Wine. 


Sighing or ſobbing. 

In ſymptomatical {ighing ſume drups of Oyl of Camine 1nwardly given are 
profitable. : 

Externally apply this Fpithema, 2. Aſhes of Oak fill a diſh with them, and 
imbibethem with Malmſic Wine, ſpread a cloth Over them that it may be hot, 
and apply it often to the ſtomack, if need be 1mbibethe cloth : This is pre- 
ſent remedy for ſtuppings of the brea(t. Sobbing ariſing from repletion is cured 
with vomiting. 

Proper Reinedics for ſobbing are. The true Sileſe:n Terra-ſogillata, Bole 
Armenack,, the truc Orivntal Bezoar-jione, a Plaiſter outwardly of a cruſt of 
bread, Bayberrizs and the like, 


Nanjeeu;reſs. 
In Nauſcouſneſs ſuch things are prolitable as are above deſcribed in the 
Chap. of Loathing and want of Appetite. 
T his abhorcency of food is ſuonelt removed by cating cf /ormſced, or the 
Fxtrad of the {urme, wich by a certain propriety in all attects of the Ventricle 
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IWormſeed in young and old do ſo much corroborate the diltemper d {tomack, 
as nothing more ; therefore its uſe is approved and worthily commended, fince 
therEis no fear of detriment to enſue. 

In vomiting at Sea, the compoſition of the Travellers Salt is high commend- 
ed ; which is thus : BR. Salt Nitre, or Lapis Prunel/a { rather Salt Nitre fix- 
ed) Salt fuſe and Salt gems, of each 3 (4, Galangal, Mace, Cubeba, of each 3 j; 
mix them and make a powder. Doſe from Gr, tour to eight, chiefly upon an 
empty ſtomack, for it comforts the ſtomack, helps digeſtion, and keeps from 
putritaCtion. 

Nawuſeonſneſs atter taking a medicine is ſtopt with a piece of bread toaſted, 
and ſprinkled with powder of Cloves and Vinegar, and applyed to the Mouth 
and Noſtrils : And alſo by biting of an 0nioz. 


Vomiling. 

Laudable vomiting is never to be hindred 3 for vomiting 1s often occaſioned 
by a refluxion of evil humours to the ſtomack, by exceſs in eating or drink- 
inz, by the abundance of f2t and unſavoury meats, which, whilſt they ſeek 
paſſage by the ſuperior parts, are not to be obſtructed. 

Others more vehement are not to be ſuffered, ſuch as we have often ſeen 
by the violent working of Medicines. 

Enormous vomiting is ſtayed; 1. With 3 ij of Mint-water taken once or 
twicez 2. With a Plaiſterof Treacle applyed to the ſtomack 3 3. Crude juice 
of Puinces, if one or two, ſpoonfulls thereof be drunk, doth miraculouſly 
ſtay vomiting 3 4. Vomiting is often cured by a vomit : if therefore vomit- 
ing continue, and be not ſtayed by former means, Aqua. bened. is chiefly uſe- 
full, which alſo comforts the ſtomackz 5. Laudarnm Opiat is famouſly pow- 
ertul, where all other things effe& littlez 6. With others may be numbred 
Extract of Wormſeed, Wormwood, Meliſſa, Mint, Pennyroyal ; chiefly when an 
Fpithema made of the decoction of Wormwood, Mint and Heps, in water of 
water-betony or vinegar be applyed to the ſtomack. Its beſt that cruent vo- 
witing be quickly reſtrained, otherwiſe by the abundant ſtreining of the ſpi- 
rits, fainting fits and mortal (wounings follow. | 

Excellent is the ReſtriFive abovementioned in the Chap. of ſpitting blood z 
thus R. Ciſtill'd water of the greater Urtica 3 vj (you cannot have this pre- 
pared in ſhops, therefore it muſt be diligently prepared and kept) to this put 
as much Spirit or Oyl of Yitriol as may make it ſharp enough, being well 
mixed pive it to drink ſomewhat cool. After the drinking this Potion, apply 
to the ſtomack a piece of bread toaſted, ſprinkled with powder of Cloves, and 
moyſtced in Malmfie Wine and Vinegar : Or make a Poultis of the crum of Rye 
bread, red aſtringent Wine and moſt ſtrong Vinegar, apply it hot to the Ven- 
tricle and to the Orifice thereof, rcpeat this Morning and Evening : By this 
means the cruent vomiting will quickly ceaſe, 


Head-ach. 


In preſent Head-ach, ſometimes, if ſtrength will bear, the opening the Baſi- 
lical vein mult not be omitted. 

If the clodded blood be gathered together inthe Ventricle, and it be pre- 
ſfgnifted by black Excrements, and by the diſtention ronnd about the [tomack, 
. gentle Purgations mult be given with 3 [{$ of Kuvarb, and 3 j and ſy of Mecho- 
acanna,intire by themſelves, theſe exceedingly well gurge the ſtomack and in» 
reſtines, being gently aſtringent. Allo tor drink may be given red Wine,in which 
roots of Urtica major are infuſed. See above. - Choller 
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Choler. 


In Choller the ſame things are forcible, as in vomiting, chiefly, Mint water, 
Roſe leeds, Magiſtery of Pearls and Coral, Tindure of Corals and Eſſence of Em- 
ralds, It this be not powertull enough, take Doſe j of Laudar, Opiat. and 
ws nn that 1s wont to grow under U 7/lows Gr. 1v in altringent waters or 
red wine. 


Dolour of the Ventricle. 


Dolour of the Ventricle is removed with Saphirick Oyl of Camomil, ( of 
which above in the Chap. of Card#.:lgyz) in ſyrup of Dialthea or Conſerve of 
Roſes, lower Dock Sorrel or Aint, tome drops of the Oyl being exhibited in 
them. The ſame pertorms Oyl of A7aſtich ; or, if from a cold cauſe, Oyl of Ci- 
namon, allo Oy! of U ormſecd. 

Ourwardly the ftomack mult be fomented with flowers of Camonil fryed 
and appiyecd often. 

Note. It from the cauſe of thete Medicaments little comfort follow, it is to 
be fuipected that {Cie noxious matter {till lyes hid in the Ventricle, which 
mult be firſt expelled by vomiting, atterward the ſtumack muſt be ſtreagthned 
with the quantity of one or two Pills of the * Gum of Albanum. > 


ft Animalculs of the Ventricle. + Alinls 
warm mg 

The Animalcula's of the Ventricle, from what cauſe ſoever, are %: 
removed by the above expreſt in the Chap. of Worms in the heart ;, Of like 
vertue is the Arcanum of Tanſie and Colts-foot : Allo a vomit with Aqua 
bened. | 
The ſecret in this caſe is powder of the Secundine of a womans firſt Child, 
of which 3 (4 or 5 1j, with the Extrad of Treacle, or with Crol/izs his Treas 
cle water, or mixtura ſempl-x being drunk, by ſome innate cauſe doth won- 
derfull quickly kill the Animalculi's and Inſets, which muſt afterward with a 
gentle infuſion of Sea leaves, Rubarb and 1Mechoacanna, be expelled through 
the bowels. 

Spirit of H.zrts-horn alloin this Aﬀect profits much, chiefly when eſlenſified, 
that is, when fixed ſalt before extracted with convenient water, and volatile 
ſaſt rightly puriticd, are diffolyed and united in this ſpirit,

Imbecillity of the ventricle. 

In imbecillity of the Ventricle, betore all other things it 1s neceſſary to ex- 
hibit a vomitory of white Vitrzol, or Fxtra# of Hel/ebore, which if the fick 
abhor, give a Doſe of Xercary ; this being done, the ſtomack.muſt be corro- 
borated by nw oedicaments both inwardly and cutwardly, yetthe evacuation 
mult be often repoated | 

Among things vulgarly taken, theſe are chief ; ſpecies of \FleFuary-aroma- 
tick. Roſate, Diar- hodon, Albatie. w/e buds, exhibited with Conſerve of 
Koſes and Aint, or in any other manner, Powder of Dzagalangal, Species of 
Ant, of Vormwood, Myrabolanes,prelerved Nutmegs, Qnercetanus his powder 
of Aron, 4nd of I:cr things uſe by Practitioners. 

For ordinary drink 3 ormmwood wine is profitable ; it is neceſlary in the ſpring 
time to prepare [;Ix1t ot Wormmwrooid, which may be mixed with drink accord» 
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Allo Cream of 1artar is often taken, ſometimes ſ{pyrit of Vztricl, or 4914 
vite diſtill'd from Malaſte or other rich wine,in !!.1j of which,one handtul and 
{s of dryed Pereroyal is macerated, and two ſpoontulls of this given with ty 
many drops of Oyl of Vitriol! as may render it conveniently ſharp ; aftcr the 
taking of which, the ſick muſt keep himſelf in a warm place, or excicile his 
body, fo as he may be warin ready to ſweat. 

Alſo it is ſomtimes convenient to give one ſpoonful of ſyrup of C:ime/4 or 
Cloves prepared in the following manner : R. Cinamon (or Cloves ) i}, j an (4;

Aﬀeds of the Inteſtincs. 
Obſitradion. 

1. Obſtruction of the Inteſtines ariſing from Phlegm is diſſolved by Medi- 
caments as well external as internal. 

The vulgar internals are every where obvious in Authors mirable is the 
Eſſenceof Meliga, if.3 j of this with three drops of Oyy or Spirit of jJanjper, 
mixed with ExtraGt of Coloquintida and Scammony, of which lee Cro/lixs, or 
with a Doſe of Panchymagogon vegetable. For this preſently diflilves the 
Phlegm, which by purging muſt be exterminated. Extrad of Agar;ckh, with 
Cinamon water, or ſpirit of Wine. 

Excernalls are ſuppoſitories and Clyſters, which are vutwardly applyed, that 
they may draw out and purgethe Phlegm from the inteſtines, and dilolve the 
obſtruction. Among ſuppoſitories laudable is that which is made of 3 j of 
Homey, and 3 j of black Hel/ebore : This ſuppoſitory is proper in Children. 

Clyſter is made from 3 j to 3 j and ſs of Crocus of mettalls, 1n il, j of Mercu- 
rial decoction, and 3 ij of Oyl 0live or freſh Butter rightly applyed : See Crol- 
lizs. This is alſo uſeful in the hardneſs of dregs in the bowells. 

In Obſtrutions ariſing from hardned dregs, Clyſters are uſeful. Alſo the 
Caule with the Inteſtines of a Calf, boyled in the ſame manner as when prepa- 
red for the Table. While it is hot with the broth it was boyled in, let the 
ſick receive the fume througha chair into his fundament, and a little after the 
hardneſs will remove, and the Obſtruction diſſolve, which afterward with in» 
ternal immollient medicines muſt turther be diſcharged. | 

Among immollient medicaments Cream of Tartar obtains the priority from

Su 
poſitories and Clyſters (See my Diſputation of the Cholick ) and internal mo 
lifying Medicines muſt be uſed 3 ſuch as the Mercarial Extre# red with 
ſpirit of Wine. Doſe, from 3 j toij, with Extra# of Sens exhibited in a juſt 
loſe from Gr. xto 5 j. 

When the ſtomack is free, and the entrails are ſtetched out with winds, in 
its beginning the Tin@ure of Orange _ extraqed with ſpiritof Wine, doth 
much help. Doſe, one ſpoonfull. This Efſence taken once or twice diſlipates 
all the windineſs3 but if not, 3 j of Oyl of ſweet Alwond: unto an3 muſt be 
exhibited in Malwſte Wine : If by this alſo the ſwelling winds be not ditperſt, 
inſtead of the Oyl of ſweet Almonds, give 3 jat moſt of Spirit of Turpentine, 
afterward bind the belly exceeding hard with a ſwadling band, and all the 
winds will be diſſipated. - 

Note. Alſo in the Chollick and windy lliack,as in other di rs, the ſto- 
mack being free, the Specifick Remedy ( this was the laſt 1 uf au a Ccer- 
tain Q#eftor)- is a mixture of Spirit of Wine and Spirit of Salt, of each 3 ſs,

In Collick ariſing from corroding Phlegm ; Extra@ of Rubarb, and Vegete- 
ble Panchymagon do much help 3 tur they expell the Phlegm, which tho ugh 
expell'd, nevertheleſs dolours may abide,therefore Malmfie wine with O yl of 
ſweet Almond:,after once or twice taking, reſtrains the acrimony of the

Note well, in theſe and other ſuch like cafes ſometimes Laudanumw Opiat 
rightly prepared and taken is mirably efficacious; yet the uſe of this ,w 
the above named Medicaments are at hand, muſt not rathly be undertaken, 
leaſt it happen the matter thereby be too ſtrongly knit , which by the freſh in- 
creaſe of dolours admits of no mitigation. In this caſe therefore the quiet 
of Nature it ſelf requires to abſtain from Lanudanum, :

Things given to be taken by the mouth mult be cooling. It it riſe from hard 
and long contained tilth, a mollifying Clyſter being injected wonderfully helps. 
A Bath of (weet water with emollient ſupplying Herbs, and afterward a conve- 
vient ſtrong and ſuitable Medicine exhibited to expel the looſened filth, are 
very beneficial.

In [loweſt dejeCtion of the belly, from what cauſe ſoever proceeding, of 
excellent vertue is the Eſſence of Salt of Tartar, extracted with ſpirit of wine, 
and reduced to a Conſiſtency, of which from two to fix or eight drops, muſt 
be exhibited certain dayes together in the Evening two hours after Supper, in 
Wine or other Liquor, till the belly be ſoluble of its own accord. This I have 
happily uſed in Hypocondriack Mclancholly, even to the dejection of natural 
ſtrength, almoſt to a dyſentery. : 

In diflolving ſtoppage of the ſmall guts, give Crade Mercury from 5 j to 5 j3 
freſh common Oyl tempered with Sugar, fo as the Patient know it not, relolves 
the belly, and aflwages dolours ; what remains muſt by other purgations be 
expell'd. | 


Flux of the Inteſtines. 


All Fluxes of the Inteſtines primarily depend upon the Ventricle; of which 
therefore as 4 commanding part, care muſt be taken; that the Flux be not tov 
powerfully urgent, with reſpect to Head-ach and evil Digeſtion uſually con- 
comitant. The Ventricle being corroborated, cetfation of the Fluxes follow 3 
In Fluxes the foregoing Vomits muſt be uſed, and. Fpithema's applycd (of 
which ſee in the affects of the ventricle) afterward withClyſters the Inteſtines 
cleanſed and conlolidated. Fluxes of the belly are threefold, Yiz. Piirrhea, Li- 
ſentery and Dyſentery. 

In every Flux of the Belly very profitable is Crecus Martis, given thrice a

then to Cly{ters and Medicaments, [irit cleanfing, then aftringent, as well ex- 
ternal 2s interns}, of which more inthe Chap. of i-zſentery: Yet lo as reſpect be 
alwaycs had to th: Parts alfected, In Fxternals it is to be noted, whether tlie 
outward Mutcics be nut drawn together, for tticreby the evil is encreafed, 
Confirictions of the Muſcles augineins the Laxity, therefore it is belt to rarifie 
the parts, that the Medicme may penetrate the bowells, which is eaftly per- 
formed by addition of vinegar 11 fumrmncrtations and cataplatins. 

In every Flux of the belly 1t will be profitable to apply a Plaiſter of old Trea- 
cle, and a like quantity of Terrz Srgeil/ata, to the Region of the belly. Of 
great vertuc alſoin every detiuxion uf the belly is ſyrup of dry Roſes, ſyrup 
of Myrtles, Gooſeberries, Berber, and Sgeetanw his ſyrup of Corals, Burnt 
Harts-horn,and the Inteſtines of a Her, ft waſh in aſtringent water, then dry- 
ed in an Oven, and reduc:d to powder. The Lyfentery by thefe Remedies is 
ſcarcely cured, by reaſon of the Levity of the Inteltines, which owſt be helped 
by corroburating and heating the ſtomack and bowells. And ſumetimes it hap- 
pens, that from a Phlegmarick water the parts are made ſlippery, which muſt 
be corrected with Expurgations. | 

It is alſo convenient in this cafe to apply a ſma]! Cuppinglafleto the Sto- 
mack, that it may retain the food longer: 

If & Diſtcrpcrariſc trom a Hax of Phlegme to the bowells, or from-any 
externall erruur, thelc altered and taken away the Dileale is eaſily . cu- 
red. 

If the Flax be by reaſon of Obltructions in the Meſentery Veins, or imbeci- 
lity of the Liver, the cauſe muſt be removed with attraltive medicaments, 
Chiefly powerful in F lx of the Liver 1s Salt of Corals diflolved in Plant arc- 
water trom 5 j to 3 ($, being often exhibited, not omitting other things necel- 
ſary. 

In Diarrhe, ſome frequently ule Rice boyled in fleſh-broath or Milk,

Among 1'.ternalls, a decoction of wild Prune{a roots is commended, (al- 
moſt all roots open the belly by reaſon of the Mercarial juice they receive 
from the Earth) the decoCtion being made in Beer or Water, and drunk often 
in a day tor ſome time, gently binds the belly, yet ſo as it is alſo ſoinewhat ſo- 
luble, which in caſes of this kind ought alwayes foto be 3 otherwiſe by ſtrong 
endeavouur to eaſe Nature the inteſtines fall again, 

Externals are various, yet excellent is that which is made of an Oaken 
board very well planed, heat hot to the hre and annointed with A/aſtich, and 
applyed to the Fundament, or ſat upon as hot as can puſiivly be endu- 
red. 

But if the inteſtine before put up, will by no Art or means remain or ſtick, 
the only preſent Remedy is, as above deſcribed inthe Falling downof the Eye; 
Thus, K. aſhes of Flyes breeding in ſheeps dung, ſprinkle them upon rhe fallen 
intcſtine, and as well as you can put it up agaln, and it will no more tall, eſpe- 
cially if preſently you have the Decoction of wild Pranel/a ready for u ee

In every intemperance of the Liver, Extra@ of 4grimony allo the root and 
leaves do wonderfully help, chiefly when mixed with ſpirit of Yitriol to a 
grateful ſharpneſs. | 

Sowerilh or ſpiritual waters in hot and d — of the Liver yield 
relief ; alſo in cold and dry diſtemperance it mixed with Extra@ of Centaur 
minor, and Extrad of Succory, and with their Salts mixt and exhibited. Alſo 
ſpirit of Vitriol, or the Extra@ thereof, elſe if reduced to Arcanums, or at 
leaſt drunk in infuſion, do wonderfully ſhew their effets; chiefly if thence- 
forth all neceſſary means be uſed, and convenient order of Food obſery- 
ed. 

Among purging Medicaments Rwbarb is prevalent, whoſe uſe is very pro- 
fitable to the Liver, to what manner of intemperance ſoever declining. 


Putrefa@tion of the Liver. 


PutrefaCtion of the Liver is uncurablez although Paracelſ#s his powder of 
Alkah (which perhaps from the Mercury) is here {| - ge to be of ſome uſe. 
It is better I ſhould ſuſpend my judgment, then falſly alledge any thing, 


Imbecillity of the Liver. 

Imbecillity of the Liver is correted and reſtored to its priſtine ſtate by thoſe 
temperate auxilliaries even now declared 3 Succory either by it ſelf, or prepa- 
red into a convenient Medicament. Things more ſtrong muſt here be avoided, 
viz, Vomitories and Purges. 

Among Chymicalls the Efence of Mars chiefly when implanted with Malm- 
fie Wine. Thus, |. Filings of Iroz (tt, ſs ) heat them very hot, and extin- 
guiſh them once or twice in Malmfie ( tt, iv ) for fo the vitriolate &ſence of the 
Iron communicates with the Malmſie 3 which afterward taken from} ſ$ to 3 ij 
in broth, or in the water or infuſion of Swccory, is a moſt pleaſant auxiliary 3 
it alſo wonderfully reſolves all old obſtructions of the Liver. The ſweetneſs 
of the Iron eaſily communicates with the pleaſantneſs of the Wine.

and the work is rendred more efficacious : Therefore Infuſjons, DecoCtions, 
Clyſters, Syrups, as well common as Magiltrale, diſti]l'd waters, and many 0- 
thers, alſo convenient applications outwardly, mult not be neglected...

Sharp purgations help not the inflammations of the Liver : But in vicious 
and phlegmatick inflammations,a Vomit, exhibited in due proportion, if there- 
by vomitings be procured, yields relief. 

Letting blood only hath very often cured the inflamed Liver. 

If the inflammation be ſomewhat removed, or rather the matter cauſing it, 
chiefly if dejections of the belly-permit, it muſt be evacuated with ſome gentle 
Clyſter, or with Extract of Rwbarb, or with the infuſion of Rubarb in Endive 
and Swccory water. 

Then things gently cooling mult be applyed. It neither Feaver, nor Inflam- 
mation, nor doJour of the inflamed Liver be at all abated ; then Lapis Prunel- 
la taken in a Julep made of things temperately cooling, and uſed inftead of 
drink, removes the Feaver, Inflammation, and all putrefaGtion : Yet the 
drink muſt be moderately taken, not too much at once, nor too often. Other 
things (viz. in Diet, Phyſick and Chyreurgery) mult carefully be adminiſtred, 
that they do not more hurt then good.

But theſe dregs univerſally are expelled with Mercurivs dulcis, which ope- 
ratesalmoſt to a miracle 3 Alſo Quercetanws his Panchymagogon, a juſt Dole of 
which given in time of need is very beneficial,chiefly it ſharpened with Mercar. 
ite to Gr. xvj, Gr. ij of Mercur. dulcisz the Mercur. vite mult by long tem. 
pering be mixed, and afterward with the ExtraQ of Black Hel/ebore made up 
into Pills. 

In this caſe theſe Pills are to be exhibited after mid-night, repeat it the ſe- 
cond and third night, either giving the ſame Doſe, or altering a little, as-rea- 
ſon and neceſſity ſhall require. In the cure of this, as alſo all other affects of 
the Spleen, excellent are the roots of Ferzebrake macerated in Wine, which 
from a certain innate propriety cure the Aﬀedts of this part.

In dexterouſly removirg the Scirrhus of the Spleen, chicfly when invetera- 
ted, the ſpeedy perfeCting the cure is abſolutely neceſſary : Therefore in ap- + 
plying medicaments to refolve the Scirrhw, before all other, gentle and ape- 
ritive medicines muſt be uſed 3 as YVitriolated Tartar, inſtead of which may be 
uſed wine of Iron, ChacheFick powder alſo, and Tartariſate Spirit of Vitriol, 
which doth wonderfully help. The Tartari/ate Spirit of Wine is likewiſe 
commended in this caſe : But all theſe are of little or no effect, unleſs exter- 
nals be alſo joyned as auxiliaries. . 

Wondertul efficacious is a Plaiſter made of the juice of Hemlock, and the 
juice of Aſandragora, eſpecially if both of them be tempered with Ammoniack, 
The juice of Mandragora diflolves Ivory, therefore uſed by Phyſitians among 
_ reſolving medicaments : See above what is deſcribed in the Scirrhus of 
the Liver, | 


Inflammation, Impoſt hume and Ulcer of the Spleew. 


Inflammation of the Spleen, Impoſthume and Ulcer, are cured after the ſame 
manner, as in Aﬀedcts of the Liver. 


Diſeaſes of the Meſentery. 


Obſtruction and Inflammation of the Meſentery. 


Grievous are the Obſtructions and Inflammations of the Meſentery , which 
olten prove the Authors of great evils, yet are difficultly known, unleſs per- 
ceived by Tumours about the Navel, in the Meſextery and * kernel 
under the Ventricle 3 therefore the exquilite diligence of the Phyli- 
tian is in this caſe chiefly required. 

The Diſeaſe being known,ſuch medicaments ought to be applyed, as inthis 
caſe ſeldom are, for what is uſually adminiſtred, ſeems rather to exaſperate 
the grief, which indeed is no wonder, (ince the diſtemper is fo little conſidered 
by the Phyſitians, wherefore oftentines from ſuch like affects, the ack pal- 
ſion is produced, 

Therefore moſt worthy to be praiſed, is the famouſly learned Ferneliae, 
who by his ſingular induſtry, and ingenious dexterity, hath diſcovered ſuch 
things, as in this place, may gently help the practical Phyfttian. 

Thc Diſeaſe being pertetly known, a Remedy as eaſily may be found. The 
whole cure conlilts in reſolving and emoulltent medicines. 

Reſolving, are thoſe Lenitives made of Vitriolate Tartar, wine of Tron, Ca- 
chedick powder, and ſoweriſh things both Natural and Artificial : Artificial, 
ſee Platerws in his Obſervations of Diſcoloration. For theſe do wonderfully 
reſolve all the contracted filth in the Aeſentery and Pancreon. | 
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But it in Tumcurs of the Meſentery, the flow dejeltion of the belly which 
is uſually concomitant, be not by theſe means removed, Tartariſate ſpirit of 
Wine given drop by drop, makes the belly ſoluble. FEmol/zent, are powerful 
externals; if among thele a Plaiſter of Hemlock be applyed, the Cure will more 
readily be atieGted; It is oblervable, that oftentimes, trum the applying of 
this Plaiſter dolours begin to ariſe, which is a muſt certain lign, that the putrid 
filth contraCted from the preceeding inflammation 1s ciſturbed, and re{olving 
into impoſthumation 3 it hath been often ſeen, that by this means the corrupt 
matter1s rarified and almoſt diilolved, then this Plaiſter mult be removed, and 
a Clyſter injected. 

Note, That inthis caſe there is nothing better thicn to preſcribe a temperate 
order of dict, well obſerving what things weaken the ſtumacl, and are pre- 
judicial to the whole body ; by this means and applying otten only fimple 
Clyſters of Milk and Oyl 01:ve or frefh butter, the belly is delivered from 
thoſe noxious pollutions, not removed by the more interior purgations, and 
at length the cure happily tollows. 

Aiter the Cure is perfected, it is convenient once or twice yearly, to uſe 
Lenitive purgations, leaſt the part again receiving thoſe impurities, be made 
_ to retain them and a more contumacious return of 50 Dilvale unzvoidably 

ollow. 


Symptoms of the Liver and Spicen- 
The Janndies ſimple, 


In the ſimple Jaundies, things purging Choller are excclient, Fxtrad of 
Rubarhb 1s chiefly commended. 

But if ObſtruCtions be ſtrung, aperitives muſt not be neglected, ſuch are Vie 
triolate Tartar, Cream of Tartar, wine of Iron, &c. Allo Mer:urins Lutens (of 
which ſee Cro/izs ) made of ſublimate Mercury difiolved, and with Oyl cf 
Tartar precipitated by boyling in common water, t!.13 1540 aperitive fpecitick, 
Of which from Gr. 1ij to v exhibited with Fxtr.:& of Treals, or with Treacle 
It ſelf, and if need be repeated to provoke ſwear, chicctually cure tic fimple 
Jaundies. 

A DecoCtion of Strawberries with the ſmaller Rziſors, made in fountain 
water, by a certain propriety difſolves the Jaundies, efpccially ia Children, 
The ſame in thoſe of riper Age doth more powerfully aſſault the Diſeaſe, 
chiefly if there be no Feaver concomitant, when fortified with half a 
handtul of Horehound macerated in wine, or <lſe in this Decouctivn, This muſt 
be drunk tothe declining of the Diſeaſe. 

If the Jaundies be ſymptomatical and obſtructions uf theLtver commonly ac- 
company, remove the cauſe and thoſe will allo decline. Yet it thefe conco- 
mitant obſtructions continue ſtrong, and the Liver be free from a Schirrys, it 
is an unhappy token of the Droplie 3 neither will the diſtemper abate unleſs 
the Obſtructions be happily removed. Yet ſeldome, almoſt never, doth the 
wiſhed end follow, by reaſon of the wondertul intemperance of the parts, and 
Patients liberty of diet. 

Note, Thoſe that drink pure wines, eſpecially burnt, are not aftiicted with 
this Diſeaſe : But this is rather to be obſerved then imitated, leaſt a greater 
inconveniency follow. Hereto may be referred all the abovementioned in-re- 
moving Obſtrufions, and the hereafter mentioned concerning the Dropſie 
following or accompanying the Jaundies, .

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The black Jaundies. 


The black Jaundies attended with Obſtruction of the Spleen, cannot hap- 
pily be cured by - more certain or evident Auxiliaries, then are already pro- 
poled at large in Obſtruftions of the Spleen, 

For this diſcolouration as a ſymptomatical accident, is never rightly remov. 
ed, unleſs the fountain of evill be exhauſted, and the Spleen, and alſo the Li- 
ver be reſtored to their priſtine conſtitution. 

The matter therefore being ſo effefted, that the cauſes of the diſtemper be 
removed, the Cure doth happily follow. 


Hy pocondriack Melancholy. 


Hypocondriack melancholly beginning, or ſimple, is for the moſt part cured 
with An{ands Aqua vened. for by exterminating the contracted filth out of the 
{tomack and neighbouring parts, the cure is made more eafte, which if not ex- 
pell'd, to remove the Obſtructions wonld be more difficult. 

Alſo Apcritives may be applyed, as Cream of Tartar, Vitriolate Tartar, wine 
of Iron, CacheFick powder, either before or after vomiting : In direQing ei- 
ther of theſe the prudence of the Phyſitian is required, on which depends 
the moſt weighty part of the Cure; oftentimes ſucceſs is loſt, if he proceed not 
warily, religiouſly, and cordially. | 

Next to Vomitories, in this Caſe things purging Choler and Melancholly 
are very commodious, ſuch are theſe, Laxative powder of Sena, Extra? 
Rubarb, Mechoachanna, Panchymagogon of Crollizs, Extra@ of black Helle- 
bore, and Mercuriws dulcis, by which Cif need be) evacuations are laudably 
_ : So Extrad of Pills of Ammoniac (of which above) is here alſo very 

eneficial. 

To mitigate ſymptoms, which for the moſt part atiſe from diſtended windi- 
neſs in the Precordia, piercing the Animal Spirits of the brain : Care muſt be 
taken to ſtrengthen thoſe Noble patts, if theſe ObſtruCtions continue, uſe 
Magiſtery and Salt of Coral and Pearls, the Bezoar fone, tinFure of Corals, 
Flixir proprietatis, (Note, this is ſingular ) and Oylof Saffron; for theſe com- 
fort and ſtrengthen the heart and braio. 

In Hypocondriack Melancholly confirmed, if the above preſcribed be not 
ſufficiently efficacious, yet they are to be uſed, and the Vomitories not neg- 
lected. | | 

Experience proves, that thoſe Aperitives do ſometimes profit and take a- 

way the malignity of the humour 3 yet its return by intervalls, and freſh aſ- 
ſaults cannot be prevented, nor the Diſeaſe eradicated by ſuch means 
only. : 
Therefore are appointed yearly the uſe of ſoweriſh medicaments, which 
remove ſome Obſtruttions caufing the Difeaſe, but the Malady it ſelf do not 
wholly rake away. Of wonderful value are ſuch things as in Cyre of the coa- 
firmed Hypocondriack Melancholly, not only yield relief, but alſo pluck up 
the Diſeaſe by the root, and leave no remaining ſymptomcs : Such are 
thele. | 

1. The Phyloſophical water, or Tartariſate ſpirit of wine, being daily ex- 
hibited inconvenient liquor, at firſt in a very ſmall Doſe,from one, two, three 
or four drops in a juſt Doſe, to eight or twelve, daily encreafing one drop, (af- 
ter the uſe of the aboye named more gentle and leſs efficacious medicaments) 
doth perfectly cure.

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2. The ſame performs the Extrad of Pills of Ammoniack above recited, of 
which if daily be exhibited 5 j (the Dole may be encreaſed in certain dayes

—_—_ alittle broth muſt be received) the defired ſucceſs will certainly fol-

Note, From the uſe of theſe is often wont to happen, that in diſſolving the 
internal obſtrufions of the bowells, the belly is ſo diſturbed, as that a Flux al- 
moſt to a dyſentery is ſeento follow 3 this then muſt carefully be helped with 
the corroborating medicaments above mentioned, chiefly with the Tin@ure of 
Corals and Elixir proprietatis. In the mean while regard muſt be had, that 
the ſick keep a temperate orderly courſe in diet, without which almoſt no Cure 
can be happily effected.

Atrophia or Conſumption. 

The Conſumption with ſharp evacuations, and reſolving Medicines, is not 
helped but rather exaſperated; if the interiour parts, chiefly the ſtomack, be 
oppreſt with contraQted impurities, only ſome gentle vomitory, as chiefly of 
Aqua bened. muſt be preſcribed, for the peculiar force of this is, that it not 
only exterminates all the Dropſie matter from the inteſtines, but alſo makes the 
Romack apt for concottion. Whence after the uſe of 4qua bened. we ſee the 


, yer is afterward perfeCtly reſtored. 
Therefore this Auxiliary moderately uſed in the beginning of the Cure, 
doth much help. 

Then mollifying Medicines are to be preſcribed, yet fo, as alſo the obſtru- 
Ctions of the bowells may be removed : Therefore YVitriolate Tartar with a 
Decofion'of Raiſonr, and moyſtning Syrups, ſuch as Syrup of Violets, Colts- 
foot, Betony, being inwardly taken, diſſolves the Obſtructions.

Deſperate Conſumption of the body nothing profited by other medicines, 
I have for-etuves cured in this manner. jk. Virgins-honey what quantity you 
pleaſe; with this annuint x new unglazed earthen pot all over within; then 
place the pot Ina heap of ſtubble gathered by Piſmires quite buried up tothe 
neck, cover the-orihce of the Pot witha ſieve that is indifferent wide, and ſo 
the Ants running upon the lieve will fall intothe Honey,and there ſtick; hereby 
no chatt or other 1mpurity will t4!] intu the Pot. Having thus gathered a 
COn cnent quantity of Pifnires, POUT UPON them a futhcient quantity of {pirit 
of Wine, diyclt them i» Bulneo 10a vellel well cloſed for a day ortwo; then 
Ciſti] them 2 Baſneo, at hiſt with gentle heat, till all the ſpirit of Wine be 
come forth, which removed, diſtil the relerve by boyling in Balneo, and keep 
for ule. One ſpuontul of this water exhibited with a piece of bread toaſted 
three or tour tines a week tor {everal weeks together, doth mirably reſtore 
the conſumptive budy. In the mean while the whole body, or only the re- 
mote parts, as hand, armes and legs, muſt ſometimes be bathed with the ſame 
liquor. 

I if the Cure be detarded, and follow not the uſe of theſe Remedies 
then proceed in the following manner 3 (this Magnetick Cure is alſo power- 
tul in Feavers: ) See btlow in Aridura. R. A new laid Egg, boyleit in a 
new earthen pipkin, with the Urine of the Conſumprive perton, 1o as the 
Urine cover the Egg, let it boyletill it be very hard, then take off the pipkio, 
and take out the Egg, which with a wooden ſkewer {trike tull of holes all 
over, that the yolk may be fecn through the holes 3 afterward boyle this Egg 
now full of holes, in the fame Urine, alwayes turning the Egg till all the Urine 
is conſumed : Laſtly, this thus prepared bury in an Ant-hill : And when the 
Egg ſhall be caten up and conſumed by the Ants 3 by a wondertul ſympathy 
the Conſumption of the body declines, and the priſtine nutrication happily 
follows. But in the meantime, the ufing the former liquor muſt not be neg- 
lected. 

Inthe Conſumption ariling from little worms in the ſkin of Children, about 
the muſculous and fleſbly parts, generated of bad nutriment. T his following 
without any other addition is an approved Cure. };. Of Briony root 5 j or 11, 
boyle this to the conſiſtency of a Poultis in a L1xiviam prepared with aſhes of 
Oak; with which, in Children labouring with this Dileale, annoint the whole 
body, in the morning betore the Sun be hot, in foie ſtove or warm place 
thenleave it for fume time, and the worms will come forth through the pores 
with black heads. T his being dune, the whole * body mult pcelently 
be ſhaved with a Barbars Razor ; by this means the heads ut the worms 
will be cut off, and the cauſe of evil nouriſhment removed. Bur atterthis, the 
ſame operation muſt be repeated ouce or twice, untill it be certainly known, 
that all the worms be deſtroyed;afterward bathe the Children ſumnctimes in the 
Baths above deſcribed, which are prepared cither with heads and tret of ſheep, 
or red barks of Willows.

Every CachExy from what cauſe ſoever procured, is helped with reſolving 
and corroborating medicines. 

Reſclving, are ſuch as open the interior bowells; for ſo the depraved con. 
ſtirution of the whole body is corrected. 

Opening medicaments ite | itriol.ite Tartar, Cream of Tartar, wine of Iron; 
and ſoweriſh things both Natural and Artificial : All which ſhould be adini- 
niſtred according as need requires, and the Patients can endure, 

Pargations, that among others, are in this place needful, are, Crollizs his 
Panchymagogon, Specificum purgans of Paracelſus, and AM ror, dulcis are here 
chiefly commended 3 Extra@ of Fſula and black Helebore, in Phlegmatick and 
Hypoucondriack melancholly do much help. 

Confortatives are taken from things more common , among which excellent 
1s Spirit of Yitriol in Conſerve of Roſes, Sorrel, fluwers ut Borrage, Bugloſe 
and violets; alſo Magiſtry of Corals, and Pearls, and all other Analeptick, 
waters commonly uſed. 

Moreover, the moſt happy Auxiliary of every Cachexy is the Cachectick 
powder above deſcribed z which ſometimes alone, or at leſt when jeyned in 
uſe with ſome of the above named Vomitories or Purges doth futhciently per- 
form the Cure. The ule of this powder duth oft-times move the belly, which 
diſturbed filth it is neceſſary to remove by all other convenient purgations : 
(viz.) lo as the corrupt matter contracted in the body, and by the ule of the 
Cachectick powder ſomewhat ſeparated, be wholly exterminated, 

In Virgins, for the moſt part defect of the Menſes, is an accidental cauſe of 
the Cachexy, whereby the Cure is the more {low. 

In Women of ripe Age, the Cachettick powder is alſyv wont to open the 
veins of the womb, but ſometimes the obſtruction is ſo vbſtinare, that by it 
alone it cannot be removed : therefore the uſual time of the flowing of the 
Menſes, muſt rightly be obſerved, which is according to this vulgar Yer-

which 5 j taken daily for ſome time, in a decoction of roots and leeds of Fen- 
cl, expell> the windineſs.

Inflammation of the Reins. 


It behoves the Phyſitian to deal very warily in Inflammation of the Reines; 
for unleſs all things be prudently done, moſt grievous Lilcates gh ppily fol- 
low : Therefore neither tharp purgations, nor uafc+lonsble C:geltives, can in 
this caſe be profitable. 

Paracelſ#s calls the Inflammation of the Reins,the Feaver of he Reinswhich 
ts alwayes wont to attend them. be 
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The Cure conſiſts both in inward and outward Medicaments. 

Internalls, are \uchas by acertain propriety extinguiſh the inflammations of 
the innate humidity; this performs Lapis Prunel//a, very quickly, for by it the 
belly is freed, otherwiſe this buſineſs may be effefted with a gentle Extra& of 
Mechoachanna, or with infuſion of Rubarb. In this caſe ſumetimes we are 
wont, and that happily, toexhibir a decoction of ſweet Prunes with water of 
Tartar, (viz.in which moſt pure Tartar is boyled. ) Here alſo Clyſters are not 
incommodious. 

Lapis Prunel/a diſſolved only in Simple water opens the belly, and edulcora- 
ted with Sugar removes the Inflammation. Yexze is hurtful. 

External/s,are Unguents of Roſes, Liquor of ſeeds of Poppy, Henbane, Night- 
ſhade, or ſuch like. Alſo Oyl of bitter Almonds with Camphire diflolved in it, 
and the »ffected part annointed therewith. doth powerfully reſiſt inflammation: 
Likewile outwardly applyed of great uſe is Unguent. Roſat. Meſues, tempered 
with Oyl of bitter Almonds and Scorpions, Venus mult altogether be avoid- 
cd. 
A ſecret in Inflammations of the Reins, is the crude juiceof Crabs of the 
River , bruiled and expreſt 32nd one ſpoonful of this exhibited once or twice 
in broth or a deccciiun of Pruzes 3 yet the abuve named Externalls muſt noe 
be neglected,

ObſtruTion of the Reins, 


There is not any more certain and evident Deoppilative of the Reins, then 
is made of Vitriol and Tartar : Therefore Vitriolate Tartar, alſo Specificuns 
Purgans of Paracelſas, dillalve all contradted filth, eſpecially if the Obſtrufi- 
on be green, and the matter be not congeal'd to grayel or ſtones. The Cure, 
of Obltructions beginning is one, but if of long contintance, it muſt be-other-: 
wiſe effected. For this requireth another Cure, of which we Treat'inthe. 
Chap. of Gravel in the Reins, properly ſo called. wy 

Chryſtals of Tartar are of like vertue, for they diſſolve and expell Obſtru- 
(ions, and the Tartar thereof. | | 

But when indeed all Obftructions of the veins ariſe from the Trtay in the 
body, whether they be green, or confirmed, it is beſt to apply a Specifick, by 
the force and innate propriety of which, all the Tartar in mans body may be 
wonderfully ———_ and fo all ObſtruCtions throughly expell'd ; and this 
vertue chiefly is maniteſted in this affe@'of the Reins. ol. Beers 

Which alſo is powerful jn old ObſtruCtions arifing from contrafted gravel 
hardned to a ſtone; which it inſenſibly, 'and almoſt without pain thity reaks, 
away in a ſlimy thin ſubſtance by the Urine, and by little and little holly we- 
moves. This is called by Paracelſus Ludum humazj prepared, which he ex- 
ceedingly commends, yet hath not any where left its genuine prej aration : 
That which he left is thus; R, Ludu, or the ſtone that is cut, "vt any other 
way drawn, out of Mans body (one part; powderof Coals, — Beech, 
two parts,mix them, when pulveriſate) Calcine it in an open hire at firſt gently, 
afterward reverberate it with ſtrong fire, tillit be plainly reduced toSalt. 

Note, Here is another ſeeret way of Calcination, which hitherto I have re-. 
vealed to none. 1. Powder of Ludum humagxi one part, powder of Coals of 
Beech two parts, mix them together ; put thisin an Earthen pot, covered with 
a Tile or other convenient (topple, burn it in a potters furnace for twenty four 
hours and the {piric of the cozls by the benefit of the fire will ſoften the hard- 
nels of the ltone, yet the coles thertelves will not be conſumed ; Upon ris 
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mixture pour boyling water, or boyle it in hot water, and the powder of L u- 
dum will diſſolve into water of an Orange colour, which colout ariſes from the 
fetid Sulphur of the ſtone it ſelf, If any part remain undiſlolved by this folu- 
tion; then dry it, and add freſh powder of Coals, and again Calcine it as be- 
fore. All the ſolutions by evaporating reduce to a Salt 3 joyn all theſe with 
powder of coak, and again Calcine them : when Calcined diſlolve it in boy]- 
ing water, ſo the moſt pure part after evaporation will be found converted into 
a white Salt, which will eaſily Cryſtallize, if ſet for ſome time in a cold moiſt 
place. Joyn this moſt excellent Salt with the beſt ſpirit of wine, and ina Re- 
tort by diſtillation cohobate it much, till all the Salt with the Spirit be wholly 
come over - Afterward in Balweo with gentle heat draw off the Spirit, and the 
Oyl of Ludum humani will remainin the bottom. Of which from three to fix, 
ten, or twelve drops exhibited certain times in convenient liquor, (but) once 
a day, all the tartarous Obſtructions of the body, (in the brain and tongue) 
eſpecially of the Reins, doth happily reſolve and expell the Tartar alſoin 
confirmed Tartar it is of excellent uſe. 

Annointing externally with more common Unguents help to diſſolve Ob- 
---——m ofthe Reins : Alſo Plaiſters, Baths, Cataplaſms, and ſuch like are 
uſeful. | 

Memorable in this Caſe is Oyl of Turpentine, mixt with living —— —— 
worms, and the dolorous part annointed therewith. 

Of the like vertue is a preparation of Crabs eyes; though ſomewhat infe- 
rjour, yet is very powerful. 

After the above recited manner all ſtones may be reduced into their own 
Oyls, and ſo converted to Medicinal uſe. x 

This Specifick of Ludwzs huwani, is the only thing powerful eo remove old 
ObſtruQions, cauſed by the hard congealing of the contracted gravel, which it 
inſenſibly, and almoſt without pain daily a away In a {limy thin ſub- 
ſtance, which is carried out by the Urine, and by little and little wholly re- 
moved. Hereto may be referr'd the Salt againſt the ſtone, cited by Crol- 
lizs. 

Paracelſus prepared an Arcanum of the hard prickly bunches growing upon 
Eglantine (ſome call it the Dog-roſe) the manner of which preparation is no 
where extant. I prepare it thus; Inthe months of Aay and June, I gather a 
great quantity of them, and cut them, taking out all the little worms, or other 
inſets growing in the Cavities, or hanging about them by fermentation with 
water and common ferment, I draw forth a ſpirit and a water per Yepcam. 
Of the Capnt wortunm converted to aſhes I extract a Salt, which when purified 
I again joy with the ſpirit, and macerate it by digeſtion for ſome time, then 
I mixit with Argi/a, and in thefire of ſuppreſſion, by diſtillation I draw forth 
more ſpirit, together with the Salt 3 that which remains inthe veſlel, I ex- 
preſs, and the Expreſs by Retort in Sand (with fire toward the end not too 
ſtrong, lea(t it ſme] of the fire) I diſtil after the manner of an Arcanum, as 
other 4r s of Vegetables are made.

Fxulceration of the Reinr. 


Exulceration of the Reins is acknowledged Curable, if but of ſmall con- 
tinvance, as well by Dogmatical as Hermetical Phyſitians, 

But the invetcrate exulceration is by the former univerſally proclaimed un- 
curable; by the latter, from certain experience, 1t 1s not judged impoſſible to 
«(tet the Cure. 

In exulcerations of the Reins and bladder, the Plant Alves well bruiſed and 
mixt with milk, and given to the Patient todrink, with other things of like 
elfe&t, yicld no ſmal} benefit to the ſick, but are attended with very good ſuc- 
ceſs; nay, Garzias affirms they do preſently Cure. 

Practitioners are wont in this caſe to exhibit Pills of 4loes,not without bene. 
fit tothe ſick 3 this mult be continued certain weeks. The Pills may be prepa- 
red of Aloes with powder of earth-worms and ſtee]. 

Some ule Venice Turpentine 3 j, which they diſſolve with the yolk of an 
Egg,and afterward exhibit it in broth made of Heyy, firſt well tempered there- 
with. 

In Obſervation, I have found from ſeveral Examples, that Mercurizs dulci 
is in this caſe very profitable, if exhibited before other Medicines, (ina juſt 
Doſe, ſometimes in a week, as twice or thrice, refpeQing the ſtrength of the 
Patient) it dothnot only cleanſe the impurities of the whole body, but chiefly 
of the Reins. | 

If io this caſe ſpirit of Mercurivs dulcis be applyed, no exulcerations cancon- 
tinue. Spirit of Aercs. dulcis is thus :

Upon the Caput Mortuum inthe bottom 
of the Cucurbit pour other freſh ſpirit of wine; proceed in like manner as be- 
fore, untill all be come forth like white Oyl or Spirit. This Spirit of Mercury 
in exulcerations of the reins and bladder doth wonderfully operate, if two of 
three drops of this be daily exhibited once or twice in water of the roots of 
Nymphea, Horſetayle, and Plantane, 

The Conſolidation is duly perfected, with Conſerve of Roſes two parts, 
(ſimple, without mixture of Spirit of Vitriel, by reaſon of the exulceration) 
leeds of St. Johns-wort one part, mixed and exhibited in the quantity of a 
Filb«rd Nut, for certaine dayes at the end of the Cure, in the Evenings. 
By this means alſy the moſt inveterate exulcerations are removed.

In Cure of the Stone, at firſt a gentle and wind-diſcuſſing Clyſter mult be 
injected, leaſt the wind and excrements contained in the Iateſtines compreſs 
the Reins, and encrealſe the dolours. 

I call it wind, becauſe theſe gravelly ſtones for the molt part generate a- 
bundance of winds, through the 1mbecillity of the Veatricle.

A famous Nephritick is prepared with thoſe hard knobs which are wont to 
grow in Eglantine, or the Dog-Roſp, by the Germanes it is called Schleffopffel, 
Theſe little knobs cut in the middle, in which, in their centre for the moſt 
part are found little living worms, which being taken out, the preparation is 
made of the knobs being cut and reduced to powder, after the manner of

Note, It is ſometimes convenient in this Cure, to let the Patient reſt a day or 
two from taking the Medicines, for encreaſe of ſtrength, and fo it may be guas- 
bred with others more gentle.

Virulent Gonorrhe:. 


Of rirul:-nt Conorrhee we treat hereafter in the Cha; . Of Lnues Fenerea , 
where we primarily mention the red Spirit of Mercury. 

It often happens, that the virulent Gororrbex dilcovers it ſelf without any 
teſtimony of intection 3 that is, when none other of the outward parts of the 
body ſeem to be aftcCted, only the difpulition of the' whole body bewrayes 
it, and without any other norable ſymptome this evil may be hid. 

Lying with Common Harlots encreafeth this infection by ſuſpicion of Con- 
tagion : Although by this means Phyſitians themſelves may be oft-times 
deceived, yet the ſpontaneous or extorted confeſſion of the Patient himſelf 
refolves the doubt. 

In this caſc therefore, where there are no external ſigns of infection (vis, 
of Lues venerea) and the uſual medicaments are not powerful enough z uſe 
muſt be made of this * Alexr1pharmacum, of Gum of Guaicum, the Ex- , PRI 
tract of which made with Tartariſate Spirit of Wine, and three or 4 
tour drops otten exhibited with water of Pltane; Nymphea, and Horſe-tayle, 
helps much : See the Pradicks.

Of great uſe is a Bath prepared of watcr 
of water Bettony, and a fomentation of Plantane water boyled with Chalybeate 
water ; the Region of the Reins and Bladder bathed, with each of thele twice 
or thrice a day, prevents the involuntary flux of Urine. 

Moreover, Diet of drying meats boyled in Chalybeate water is here highly

Care muſt be taken that the ſick drink not too much : Chalybeate water, or

The Specifick in this caſe, chiefly if the cruent piſling proceed from the 
Stone, is the Arcenum of A4grimony and Cingque-foyle, from Gr. iv to viij, &c. 
With this may be joyned, (if ulceration of the parts be coucomitant) thoſe 
remedies above deſcribed in Cure of Exulceration 3 among which, arc the 
Tablets commended by Platerws incaſes of this kind, ſuitable Auxiliaries. 

Sometimes in this caſe Chyrurgery may be helpful, yet it nwſt be ſo mode- 
rated, as that it may not hurt more then heal. 

Moreover in ſanguinary Urine, riſing from the cauſe before named, (chiefly 
in women, in whom this Aﬀect is familiar) Tin@wre of Coralls is only preva- 
lent; by which in time the inveterate are alſo cured.

A decoftion of Wild Fettony prepared with Chalybeate water, and outward- 
!y applyed with Spunges or by fomenting, doth by a certain innate propriety 
reſiſt inflammation of the womb. The ſame is performed alſo by other me- 
dicines uſed in external Inflammations, Jn all things be in method and 
iealon duly obſerved therein, otherwiſe an Impoſthumation and Ulcer may 
unhappily tollow. 


Impoſihumation of the Womb. 


ln Impoſthumation of the womb, repeat thoſe things which hitherto have 
beenoften ſpoken of in other Impotthumations. 


Impoſthume and Ulcer of the Womb. 

In impoſthume and ſordid Ulcer of the Womb, the Cure muſt be readily en- 
deavoured, (delay is in this caſe dangerous :) See Rulands laſt Cure, Cen- 
tury 4. The like ot which I once - Ke on a certain woman of Kirchamen, 
in whom the bladder was affected. 

Note. Exulceration of the womb is never Cured as Ulceration of the Reins 
and Bladder, with Mercarizs dulczs, or Spirit of Mercer. dulcis 5 for the effeQts 
of theſe are not ſo proper in curing the Ulcers of the womb, as of the Reins 
and Bladder. 

Therefore in this Cure, warily proceed to the uſe of ſuch medicaments, as 
may externally penetrate the Orifice of the womb) firſt cleanſe the Ulcer with 
water, and then if a Peſſary ſuppoſitory annointed with Balſome of Tar- 


tar, be put up, and other things alſo be rightly performed, the conſolidation 
eaſily follows. 


Sores of the Womb. 


In ſores of the Womb nothing is more excellent then a decoftion of tops of 
Madder with Plantane water : See Platerws his Obſervations 3 with Balſome 
of Sulphur the Cure will more happily be effected. 


Schirras of the Womb, 
The $chirr#s of the Womb rarely happens, which if at any time it do, is ſel- 
dom or never cured. 
For reſolving Medicines in this caſe cannot ſafely be applyed, or if they be, 
they cannot tunch the whole region of the womb.. Some things may indeed 
be done, but with what felicity or ſucceſs, time will declare. 


Fxtermination of * the falſe Conception and Expul- * Mols, 
ſeon of the Toung. 


In exterminating the falſe Conception, and expulſing the young, there is 
not,a ſecret ore happily given, then the powder of a Secundine, of which 
above in the Chip. ot Love-potions ; The Doſes are the ſame, ( Note, here 
the powder is piven by it ſelf without Treacle) yet mult be often repeated; 
it at firſt chere be no operation ſeen. then exhibit it in water of Gentiarn,

IWind of the Womb. 


In windineſs of the womb, the ſigns of which are pertectly declared by Fer. 
nelizs, wonderful profitable is the Experiment made of a Nutmeg thus, j;. 
a whole ſound Nutmeg, cut it in four parts ; the woman being placed upon a 
convenient Seat or Midwives ſtool, with her thighs ſpread, apply to the Ori- 
fice of the womb ſome tunnel, or other proper inttrument ; more commodit- 
ous is the neck of a Glaſs Retort (by reaſon of its ſmoothneſs) which atirect- 
ly applyed, and as far as may be, put up into the womb, throw one part of 
the Nutmeg upon burning coals, fo as the fume may rightly alcend thruugh 
the pipe into the womb 3; this do once or twice, and it the wind break not a- 
way, repeat it the third time, at length the contracted wind, with noife and 
motion of the whole body, with a kind of violence will break away, and the 
woman be cured, By this means I cured a young Wornan of Berna. All other 
things tryed, proved in vain. 


Dropſee of the Matrix. 

The Dropſie of the Matrix is difticultly cured with purging medicaments, 
unleſs where the evil proceeds from the Liver and Spleen. Antimonial Pills 
are primarily uſeful in this caſe, and alſo in Aſcites. Theſe Pills work not by 
the ſuperiour parts, 

Therefore theſe may be exhibited in the beginning of the Cure, chictly 
when figs of the vitiated bowells are obvious ty the fight. But where this 
grief proceeds from a continued diſtillation of a whey-like humour trom the 
Vena cava, theſe auxilliaries are not ſufhcicnt. 

In the former cauſe of vitiated bowells, the Cachedick powder after the uſe 
of the aforeſaid Antimonial Pills, evacuates all obnoxious humours. Yet dili- 
gent conſideration mult be uſed in applying other accellaries allo. 

It from a hidden diſtillation of the whey-like tumour trom the Yena cave, 
this malady take its beginning : Primarily, that thou maylſt be in{tructed in the 
appropriate Specifick (which no Phylitiar may or ought to want) exhibit /7.

To this purpoſe profitable are Mercur. dulcis, Panchymagogon vegitable, Fx- 
trad of Sena, M:choacanna, Kubarb ; but more excellent is Spec: fi. wm purgans 
ot Paracelſnsz and Fxira@ ot Black Helebore allo much helps, chiefly ia the 
ſtronger ſort. 

But it the ObſtruCtions be evident, Yitriolate Tartar, and cream of Tartar,

The inordinate Flux of the Menſes, from what cauſe ſoever (excepting the 
Head-ach)} it take its beginning, is removed and corrected by iuch things as 
are neceſſary and profitable in ſtopping the intemperate flouwings of blood 
from the Noſtrills, (but that which proceeds from painin the head is not cor- 
rected without convenient Phlebotomies, 2s by cutting the ſuperiour veins of 
the Arm; ſo by revulſion of the blood its paſſage by the inferiour part is pre- 
vented. 
| Excellent in this caſe are Landanum Opiat, Fſſence of Crocus of Iron, Magi- 
ftery of Coralls and Pearls, alſoSalt of Corals, Crol/ius his compounded Frog- 
ſpawn, the bones of a man ſtrongly calcined, and other internal Medi- 
Cines. | 

Externally ſtalks of Melanthwm, and a dryed Toad, do much help. 

Although this Flux ariſe from various cauſes, yet none is more frequent 
then that which proceeds from the Flux of p:llid blood tothat part, or trom 
* Afar. he opening of the mouthes of the Veins, per * denier, which lel- 
ting oſ1h dom happens:But that which is cauſed by eroſion from corroding Me- 
i&nofthe dicices injedted into the womb, or from Ulcers therein exiltant , is 

= Cured by PraGtitioners, with the Medicaments uſually preſcribed for 
ſuch like Aﬀects : But it the former Fluxes be, by reaſon they much deject 
the Natural itrength, it will be very convenient, that the Phyfitian, as ſoon as 
he is called, for revulſi>n of the blood;'do open a Vein inthe Arm, and take 
away the blood by intervals, or, it by contrary ſymptomes he ſce it not expe- 
dientto cuta Vein, apply ſmall Cuppinglaſſes to the Region of the Liver and 
Spleen, :

But if theſe be not ſufficiently efficacious, a Peſſary may be made wit' Afſzs 
or Swines dung, with juice of Planrane, and the inucilaginous pulp of ©#:7ce- 
ſeeds, or of 1razacant, or with Laudanum Opiat with a linnen rag. 

Inwardly ſuch things muſt be exhibited as have power to thicken anq cc 91 
the blood. 

Outwardly the Peritoneum mult be annointed with the Connteſs's 0p1tment, 
or with this following ; j;.

It Cholerick blooa aix:und in the body, and by its forcible retention aug- 
ment the Diſe-1-, the body muſt be gently purged with infuſion of Rabarb, 
or Mjrabolans, or lulwurive ſyrup of Roſes, EleGuary of juice of Roſes, Ex- 
tract of ' 1»: bywagogon, or Extract of Rubarb alone. 

Theſe things are alſo cfticacious, where there is abundance of whey-like 
humour mixt withthe blood; but if a white Flux be, diligence mult preſent- 
ly be uſed to amend and melioratethe habit thereof, by {uch things as corre 
the vices of the parts, gener.iting the abundance of whey-like phlegmatick 
humours, not omitting the univerſal purgations above mentioned. Then 
ſuch things as reſpect the womb, borh coimt.,rtuble and aſtringent, muſt be ap- 
plyed z as firft, a Plaiſter externally co the Mitrix, | 

Specihcks there are in this caſe, which every inordinate Flux of the Menſes 
protitably help, As the crude yolk of an Egg difſulyed in red wine, and tur 
certain dayes together drunk twice a day, {tops the inordinate Flux : Tincture 
of Coralls is in this caſe fingularly excellent, Powder of a Turtle prepared after 
the ſame manner, as Foreſjtws teacheth in Lib. 28. Obſervation 10, is wonders 
ful in re{training the Menſes : But more excellent is the Salt that is prepared of 
Coles of the Turtle, exhibited from Gr. iv to vj, in Plantane water one Gooefal, 
or with other compound 3 this is powerful in the Dyſextery, and ail other 
Fluxes of the belly. So the ſkin of the feet of Geeſe dryed and exhibited pre- 
ſently ſtop the Flux. DoſefromY 1j,to 3 ſg. 

Externally inthis caſe wonderful and ſingularly profitable isa Girdle made of 
the true He//cbore lewed together, (Yiz.) the green leaves of He/ebore ſome- 
what bruiſed and ſewed up 1a a ſwadling band, and about the loyns applyed to 
the naked body. 

The too great Flux of blood after hard labour in Child-birth is ſtopt by the 
ſame blood; ſome of it being preſently dryed in a ſmall iron ladle over a fire, 
and the weight of Gr. v or vj being mixt with the yolk of an Egg,and exhibited 
preſently removes the inordinacy. In the ſame caſe a compotition of Frogs- 
ſpawn wonderfully helps. 


Diſtillation of the Womb. 

The daily dripping of the Womb is happily Cured with the CacheFick pow- 
der. Of like vertue 1s the Specitick of Iron, (of which above inthe _— of 
the womb) which in the diuturnal Flux, chiefly in the aged (who are fo 
times liable to enormous fluxes of this kind) 1s the only remedy, if Gr. j be 
daily exhibited in Plantane water or red wine, juſt before the Patient goto 
bed. 

If any thing of Ulceration be, it muſt be remedied as is above deſcribed in 
Ulcers of the womb. 

Every kind of Flux of the Womb1s intime cured, and the womb reſtored 
to its priſtine ſtate, by Specihick ot Iron, (Vitriol of Iron) alwayes exhibited 
as is preſcribed above 1n the Dropſte of the womb. 

Otherwiſe, in every Flux of the womb, the body muſt firſt be throughly 
purged, chictly with thele, Specificune purgans, Vegetable lanchymagogon, Ex- 
track of Mechoa. nnd, Rubarb and Yena, I have alwayes with good ſucceſs uſed 
this Powder and DecuCtion following, 
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k. Magiſtery of white Corals, other of Pearls, of each 3 1j, burut Haurts- 
horn 3 j and ($4, burnt Ivory, Terra Sigi-lata, Seeds of White Poppy. of cach 3 j, 
Gum arabick, Maſtickh,, ot each 3 ſs, Amber Citrin.

Gonorrhea in Women. 


The ſimple Gonorrhza in Women, is cured after the ſame manner as the 
like diſtemper in men is cured. 
In Lues Venerea, of which we hereafter treat, all theſe things are more 
a_p'y explained; by which means I cured {ix yuung Women in fourteen 
ayes. 


Suffocation of the Matrix. 


Suffocation of the womb,accordiog to its degrees and evidency of Caules, is 
well deſcribed by Ferneliws, which alſo requires diligent conſideration and 
knowledge of the Diſeaſe. Diſtempers of this kind are difhcultly known, and 
their ſymptoms not eaſily dilcerned, by reaſon they are often intermixed with 
Hypochondriack Melancholly, and the 1iack and Cardiac paſſions. 

The Cure of all theſe ſymptomes conſiſts either in removing the cauſes of 
every kind, orelle in preventing the returns of the Fits. 

T heretore, becauſe the venomous and pernicious vapours of the womb, ge- 
nerated as it were of antecedent Cauſes, do moſt powertully augment the ob- 
ſtruction, the womb muſt be corrected, its impurities expell'd, and diligence 
uſed thence forward that it be not alike offended. 

» Bapelling Exceeding profitable in this caſe are * Hifterical Purgations 3 
Cuffecation. ſuch as are of Fecula of Briony, or its Extra@, ( lee Puercetanus 

in Pharmacopea reſiiiuta) 5 j or ij at moſt, in water of Cinnamon, 
Mugwort and Motherwort ; allu Extrad of Mechoacanna, Specificuns purgans, 
Panchymagogon vegitabile. 

Intufions are of great uſe with mundifying Medicaments of this kind ; ſuch 
as this : ;. Leaves of Sena 3 j, root of Mechoacanna not putritied : (4. root 
of Briony 3 1), leaves of Mugwort. Motherwort, Germander, of each; © hind- 
full, of the Cordial flowers one part. Thele all cut and nxt tye together ina 
linnen cloth 5 infuſe them in 1 1 of wine 5 hiſt heat the wine, then UNITE it 
upon the Ingredients, and leave it ina cold place for a whole day. Ot this 19- 
Fuſion give the quantity of 3 vj, for certain dayes together twice a day, (12..)

till all be drunk up : Then leaſt ſymptoms of this kind thould again return, it 
is plainly proved, and by experience known, that the Specitick ot Yrrrrol of 
Iron doth excellently mitigate theſe, if after the foregoing purgativn, this be 
daily taken in the Evening betore Supper in wine, or with water uf Mugwort, 
Motherwort, &c. orexhibited without them for two, three, or tour weeks, or 
till the Evil ceaſe : See above in the Dropſie and Diſtillation of the wounb,

ot in diforibed by Crellms, with which the Navel muſt be aunvinted hot 
doth) torcibly refilt Suffocitionz 5 ſs of (zvet temper: d with 9 j of Oy] of 
Nutmegs by Exprefiion, and in a linnen cloth put upthe ſecret part, duth won- 
dertully help. 

A Fume of Callis Equornm received into the womb through the neck of a 
Retort, or by a tunnel, preſently retiſts Suffcation, It is ſtrange the womb 
ſhould bear this ſtinking fume, which otherwiſe is not t.> be endured. 

Internally with good ſuccets may be «<xhibited theſe tollowiag :

Degree ; For the precordinm is ſupprelt, doluuis arid difnculty of breathing, 
and ſometimes ſwounings toilow. 

*Profitable and equally neceſſary to remove theſe ſymptoms are the Medica- 
ments above deſcribed in Suffocations. 

Chiefly the & ſence of Dwarf elder b.rries in this caſe yield relief, If you 
would remove the cauſe of tl;is griet, ulc thole things which properly remove 
Suffocations. | 


The falling down of the Womb. 

In falling down of the v.onib repeat the above deſcribed in Cure of the 
fallen Fundament : Bur this Cure by the Chyrargical Operation is molt power- 
fully effcQed. The P.tient muſt) e placed on her back with her thighs Ipre -d 
and litted up, and ber legs gitierid up cloſe to reft upon 3; then the tallen 
womh muſt be fo-nented with Oy! bluod-warm, or unſalt:d butter, or elſe 
with a decoction of Mallows Cammonil, and other en ollienvts; atterward 
ſprinkle it wit! ſyne aſtringe nt powder, as of Acacia, Hypociſtzs, powder of 
burnt Da@rlws, Or Mumy, or Galls inult ſubtilly pouder'd 5 this being done,take 
a liunen clot) tihft nadeficd in aſtringent wine, wrap it up together, let the 
cloth whea cm up anſwer the thickneſs of the part, ſo as it may cunvenient- 
ly be put into it, with this accurately replace the fallen womb, and ſou without 
Sebour or Violence It will fall into its propgp place : tut it the fallen womb, or 

vrt therevt be putrified or corrupted, oat off what is corrupted, and this may 
pe done without fear of danger, fince ſeveral Women have had the whule 
wounb taken out, yet lived many years atter. 


Convulſion of the Womb. 
In Convullion of the Womb, ſometimes other Convulſive Medicaments may 
be ſufficient : Yet iy Cure of this procced inthe ſame manner, as in Cure of Suf- 
0Ccalions. 
/ A Specifick in this Caſe is Fence of Dwarf elder-berries : The Tindtare of 
the ſame may be given with tour or eight drops of 4nteprirptick Spirit uf ,Vi- 
triol: Allo TinCture of Corals: with Bathes and Fomentations. 


Sterility. 
Barrenneſs in men from ſume hidden cauſe, placed in the parts appyinted 


for 
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for Generation, chiefly if Nature be conformable thereto, is diflicultly cured 
by Medicine : See above of extinct Virility. 

Other Vices of this kind, partly by obſervation of legitimate Diet, and part- 
ly by Medicaments may be removed 3 of which Phylitians treat and find by 
practice : See Bayrws I. 25, 

But if Sterility be procured by inchantwent, it can hardly be removed, un- 
leſs the inſtruments of Sorcery be removed allo; tor in inchantment ſuch in- 
({truments are prepared. 

We ſpeak of ſome things hereafter in removing Impotency, but it often hap- 
pens, that Diabolical impreſſions of this kind are ſo very ſtrong, as they can+ 
not be removed either by good or evil Art, (that is, by returning like for 
like, ) yet this I have ſeen more then once, that the water that falls beſide 
the mouth of the man while he is drinking a draught of cold water, being ſa- 
vedin alittle velcl, is of great uſe and benefit in this caſe, being drunk by the 
woman. 

The lawe potion of water avails much in particular dryneſles of the Mem- 
bers, being often repe.ted, (viz. tor certain weeks upon an empty ſtomack z 
Barrennels in women is alſo otherwiſe helped with Bathes made of Arts, and 
of the heap they uſually gather, prepared with river-water, uſed for ſometime 
freſh or new made. 

There are many things helping conception uſed by Practitioners 3 but chief- 
iy in women Salt of Satyrion (in Men the Eſſence of the ſame) helps Conce- 
ption, if 2 ſs thereof be often exhibited juſt atter the flowing of the Menſtrues, 
either in Malmſie wine, or in Aqua-vite mulierum. - 

With this ſecret I have Cured many women very ſpeedily, and with the 
Fſſence of Ants removed the defect in men. 


Abortion. 


Magiſtery of Coralls and Pearls, if often exhibited with Aqua-vite mulic- 
rum, or waterof Lillics of the Valley, hinder the untimely catting the young. 
Tincture of Corals dury and rightly prepared prevents Abortion, it taken twice 
in a month for certain months by women with Child. 

The juice of * Crab bruiſed and expreſt and given ia good wine , Grab if 
once or twice in a month for ſeveral months, by a certain propriety the River, 
preſerves infallibly trom Abortive birth, unleſs by external violence  &/ib. 
it be otherwiſe cauſed : So the Salt of River Crabs rightly prepa- 
red, and macerated in a Decottion of Oyl of ſweet Almonds in Maimſie wine, 
being inwardly taken doth wonderfully preſerve the young. Dole Gr. itj, 
iv, v, &c. Wipe muſt not be drunk, leaſt Abortion be occalioned there- 


by. 


Difficulty of Birth. 

In difficulty of Birth, as alſo of bringing away the after-burthen, among 
other things excellent is the Specifick of Secundines, of which above. 

Alſo the Eyes of a Haretaken in March, (this is alſo good in the falſe Con- 
ception) which muſt be diligently taken out, that they be not bruited, and 
drycd with Pepperin the hollownels from whence they were taken : One of 
which with the Pepper mult betyed to the Crown of the head, lo as the Balk 
of the Eye way tuuch the Crown of the head exaCtly, and ic will haſten the 
birth as well of the dead as living Child 3 this being Cone it wult ſpeedily 
removed, leaſt it expell the womb allo.

The Gont. 


The Gout or dolour of the J»ynts, is like a Mother of it ſelf generating 
more Daughters, which in Specie are Foot-gout, Hand gout, 2nd Hip gout or 
Sciatica. | 

In the Gout there is ſometimes univerlal dolour of all the joynts, with ex- 
ceeding reſtleſneſs; in ſome, only particular doJours of external parts, as of 
the hands, called Chirarga,' of the feet. Podagra, of the Hips, S:ratica. 

The univerſal Cure of all theſe confilts in conſuming or expclliug the {otled 
Tartar throughout the whole body 3 of which Cure we mentio: 2bove, inthe 
preparation of Ludum hamani, whoſe facultics in expelling or couluniny the 
Tartar are admirable. 

This only Cure is not to be inſtituted at any time, or promiſcuoutly in vori- 
ous ſubjects, unleſs all things firſt be well conſidered : This wnive rf] Cure 
will not take away or expell the preſent Fitz nor eaſtly cure theſe Attects with- 
out other Medicaments : it behoves theretore before or after the aflaulis Cot 
in the Fit) (vis.) when the Diſcale is at reſt, or as it were 4flt ep, to inſtiruce 
the Cure, and reſolve the Tartar, with the principal Medicameats before pre- 
ſcribed 3 foro all things will more happily ſucceed. 

Preventionary Medicines of this kind uſt therefore be appointed « Stones 
of Crabs prepared in form of a Medicament are 1n this cafe utetul. Nuture is 
exceedingly corroborated by Magiſtery of Pearls, formerly propircd nd exhit- 
bited with admirable ſuccefs by Riverizs Mediras Regins : the prevorati(cc is 
thus; Reduce Vearls into an 1unpalpable powder, 3s they are otherwite wont 
to be reduced, (vulgarly prepared Pearls) upon this in a glafs, pour juice of 
- Citron, Or of green Oranges, a {ufficient quantity, that the compolition muy ve 
like a Paſte : Leave it for ſome time, atterward with vinegar diflolve it ; 16- 
move the vinegar by inclination trom the Feces, pour on other vincgr, and 
this do till the Pearls be wholly diſſolved : Mix the colleGed vinegar with a 
third part of river waver, diſtill it by Retort in ſand, at firft with evntle fire, 
afterward moreſtrong. This when diltill'd, again pour up! the Cajut mur- 
tanm that remained atter diſtillation, and diflolve it by cuurle ; then titre it, 
and evaporate it exceeding gently; 10 the Migrftery of Pearls will remain; Of 
this 5 jJat moſt given in wine upon an empty ltomack powertully refreſhes Na- 
ture; and ſo excites the natural vigour, as the foregoing Medicamants © v2.) 
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Arcanum of Ludum humani, and of Crabs) do happily operate. 

It helps much to prevent and expell the Cradities, if any be, by vomitings 
after the taking of it, 10 the morning they are eafily removed, bur it taken after 
dinner it vomits more fickly. 

If aftertheulſe of theſe, a return of the Fits of any of the kinds of Goxt be, 
whichoften is, where an ordinary courſe of life and diet is not obſerved; ſuch 
aſſaults mnſt by requifite means be oppoſed or expelled. This is abſolutely 
neceſlary, that yearly at the time of Zquino@ials and Solftices, (about theſe 
times the defluxions attending the Goxt do encreafe) the body be throughly 
cleanſed, and eſpecially an accurate orderly obſervation of Diet muſt by no 
means be negleaed; the head-ach, if any be, and evil digeſtion muſt be re- 
moved with futable Medicaments, T his evacuation ought alſo to be appoint- 
cd in the AE of the Diſeaſe, and as ſoon as the Patient perceive any 
ligns of its approach.

By theſe every kind of Goxt, if not knotted, may be cured 3 for by 
this means the Fits ſeldome or never return; or if aſſaults do happen, occafion- 
ed by ſome light external errour, yet they'are not grievous, nur do the dolours 
long remain, nor are they inſolent, but may eaſily be aflwaged with external

Amongſt mundifying or purging medicaments may be reckoned Paracelſws 

his * Arthritick powder deſcribed by Crolizs; in which this mnſt , POR 
chiefly be noted, in that deſcription 3 for ſhavings of Mans-ſkull, > reſritg 
muſt be appointed Mans- bones aq (viz. ) the bow of a young ##oGa, 
man lately buried 3 to the Chiragra bones of the hands, but to Pods- 
gre bunes of the feet.

If ſuch ascan bear vomiting, do inthe times of Spring and Autumn, 
before the eminent time of the Fits returning is wont to be, uſe Aqua bend. in 
its legitimate Doſe ; they (if other things alſo correſpond) are ſeldom orgever 
infeſted with podagrical aflaults. 

It is therefore belt for every one by this or ſuch like means to endeavour to 
preſerve himſelf from theſe dolourous aſſwilts, 

In Paroxyſmes growing and grievouſly afficting the joynts, there is very of- 
ten need of mittigating medicaments both inwardly and outwardly. 

Among internals Laudanum Opiat obtains the priority, which hath exceed- 
ing powerful properties (ſee 2wercetanw in his anſwer to Aubert) forit re- 
fits the dolours, induces ſweet ſleep, obſtructs the defluxtons, conlumes the 
heats, and ſtrengthens the decayed ſpirits.

More excellent then all 
theſe is Specificum pargans of Paracelſws, being often exhibited in urgent ne- 
ceſlity. When all theſe things afe thus done, if any grofs impurities ſhall as 
yet remain, theſe muſt thenceforward, as the ſtrength of the Patient will per- 
mit, by munditying Medicines be expelled : Alſo Diaphoreticks:.may commo- 


diouſly be uſed : The Diaphoreticks above named may properly be called Spe- 


cificks, for they are ſo in Genere, as well as Tin@ure of Antimony, and Antino- 
nial-podagrical-pills, the deſcription whereof ſee Rhenanes in his Book Solt

If daily or every other day five or eight drops of the limple Ti#@xre, or one 
drop of the exalted TinFure, be exbibited in the morning in Diaphoretich in 
peracutis, or mixtzra fimplex, and ſweating provoked either ina Stove or bed, 
no Arthritick-contratture can long abide. 

To the external Cure of the Gout contracted, yet not too inveterate, after 
the uſe of the foregoing Medicaments, and the obſervation of orderly, tem- 
perate diet, of which we have hitherto treated, external Auxiliaries are ne- 
ceſſary,ſuch (1 mean) as by penetration may reſolvethoſe hard knottiietÞ-s in 
the joynts, like ſo many compounded Diſeaſes, not reſolvable (or very vifh- 
cultly) by internal Medicines, and draw out from the joynts whatlocver is he- 
terogenea).

For drink, wine of AMeli/ainfuled with root of CaryzophyPats, and drunk 
for the firſt -dravght at meat, yet chis muſt not too largely be drunk of : or 
Antipodeorich-wine of Paracelſus, of which above in Artbritg. 

With Table Salt mans bones calcined may be mixed to cat/with meat. 

Then Confortatives and D:iureticks mult be uſed. Among »fortatives, the 
chief is Magiſtery of Pearls, of Kiverius Phytitian to the King of France, of 
which above. Very profitable in t}is caſe alſo are Cauteries :

Thc Gout of the Feet or Hands not knotted is only cureable by theſe Mes» 
dicament>. But that which 1s knotted, bettdes thele,requires an external Cure, 
of which fterwerd.

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If pain or return of the Fit be, the Sick is nut to be diſquieted with the tur- 
mer Medicines, but rather give himſfelt to reſt for mitigating the dolourz only 
care mult be taken to remit the dolour, and to prevent afſliuxion of matter tv 
the part affected. | | 

The dolour is aſſwaged by a Doſe of Laudamwm inwardly taken, yet it is 
beſt firſt to inject a Clylter. If dolour in the head be,cut a vine. 

Aſtringents outwardly may be applycd a little above the attected part, as 
aſtringent powder made with vinegar and whites of Eggs, or with aſtringent 
water, as of Myriles, Knotgraſf and Acorns : Or, Cataplaſms made of ſower 
fruits, as @vince-pears, ſower Herbs, other Pears, Sloes, chictly wild $loes, Ser- 
vices,to which may be added flower of Lentils, with powder of Pomegranate 
flowers, of Galls, Roſes, Biſtort, or Bole- armenack alone may be applycd with 
milk and powder of Biſtort-root in form of a Cataplaſm. 

Unto the affeCted part apply dolour reſtraining and aflwaging medicaments, 
Commonly and not without fruit is applyed a Cataplaſm wade ot white bread, 
thus, tt, j of white bread tempered with milk over a gentle fire, that it boyle 


not, bruiſe it, and reduce it to the conligency of a Cataplaſm, auding |t, 1j of 


whites of Eggs, anda little Saffron 5 apply it hot : Some only macerate bread in 
warm milk and apply it, renewing the bread and application five times an 
hour. | 

We have hitherto uſed raw Beef,of which we take a lean piece vithout any 
fat, and tye it upon the affected part, changing it morning and evening 3 here- 
by the dolour hath happily been abated.

Wherefore an order muſt be obſerved in diet, that moyſtning meats be 
eaten, and the body preſently purged with Choller reſiſting Medicaments, as 
Caſſia, Carthawws, Diaſcbeften, and others; and if* thought fit a vein

al. hen the humour muſt be digeſted with ſuch Medicaments as hin- 
low. der melancholly, and are prefcribed to remove obſtruttions of the L3- 


vey and Spleew, Aﬀterward ſuch things as have _ to expel theſe 
humours muſt be agminiſtred, continuing alwayes for three dayes the pur- 
ging medicaments, for other three dayes uſe ſome aperient preparing Apozewe, 
and again purge 5 this do ſo often untill the body be exceedingly well purged, 
and wholly freed from all manner of evil digeſtion; often taking alſo Laxative 
Mercury, and Mercury with $ot. This being done, we come to ſuch things as 
corre the intemperance of the Liver, viz. to cooling Hepaticks and appro- 
priates.

Lues Venerea (Brother Baſilivs Valentinus of Maximi- 
lian the Emperour, calls it Die wenne Krieger Kranchheit) unleſs it telt appa 
rently diſcover it ſelf by little ſwellings and whelks in moſt parts of the bad 
chiefly in the forehead, and obſcene mk eſpecially by breakings out in t 
thighs toward the knees, doth very often lye hid,and although of no contimy 
ance is ſcarcely rightly Cured, or if inveterate difficultly aſſwaged. 
| Therefore accurate judgment is in this caſe required,for the knowledge of 
the diſtemper principally depends upon the confeſſion of the Patient himſelf, 
(the Phyſitian in enquiring muſt be circumſpeRly wiſe, leaſt the Patient evade 
a real anſwer; for beſide thoſe four manifeſt degrees diſtinguiſhed by Fer- 
nelizs, there are more, which by reaſon of the community of ſymptoms with 
thoſe Diſeaſes are ſcarcely perceivable : All and every of which contagious 

lation will declare, or the ſame committed with an infetious woman : 
If therefore the Patient be guilty of this, and alſo the ſymptoms be common, 
though this be unknown to the Phyſitian, it will be beſt, that all things may be 
rightly done, to proceed in the Cure, as if the Patient were iafetted with 
Tues Vemeres. 
- Conſtantly therefore obſerve this Rule.

4. In a body otherwiſe moſt lively, if great miſhapen Warts be, eſpecially 
in the hands; alſo if they a r in the lips and feet ; if the Canon be obſerv- 
ed, he ſhall mu_ be judged free from infeCtion. | 

5. If one beafflicted with Cawbuca, or after Copulation the paſſage of the 
Yard be obſtructed with Tumours, with heat and inflammation, or it there be 
ulceration of the Yard, or if he be afflitted with dolours of the joynts and 
head, or if not, yet he cannot but be numbred with the infeted. 

6. If one be troubled with Bubo's, and ſcabbineſs about the privities, if he 
be, or be not, afflicted with dolour of the joynts, he can ſcarcely according 
to the Rule be pronounced free from infection. 

7. Although none of all theſe be, and the body appear wholly clear ;; yet 
if inchangesof the Moon, Air and Weather,the body be afflited with dolours 
in the extremities, as hands and feet; yea, alſo in the head, although the Pa- 
tient acknowledge his being but once guilty, he hath the beginnings of this 

Diſeaſe growing upon him. 

From theſe figos]and certain tokens of any infection much benefit may 
accrue; of great benefit alſo would it be rightly to know the time of the Cure; 
therefore the Diſeaſe new or lately contracted, from the inveterate of long 
continuance ſbould be diſtinguiſhed rightly ; for the former requires more 
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ſhore and eaſe, the latter more long and Artificial Cure. The foundation and 
baſis of the Cure is placed ina Mercary or Qnick ſilver duly and rightly pre- 
pared, in the uſe of which there is need of proper Vehicles, which may be 
ſupplyed with a decoCtion of Guaiacum-wood, root of Sarſaparilla ( the ſtrings 
in the root Sarſaparilia mult not be thrown away, for they are of excellent 
vertue)root of China, Lign-Saſſafrar,and ſhavings of 0ak-wood,in theſe caſes is 
of excellent uſe among the poor ſort, ſumetimes better then Lignumw-SanTFum. 

Note. Water of Ar/eſmart, gathered the latter end of September, and the 
beginning of 0Fober,and diſtill'd, by a certain propriety much helps in this caſe:

But if the Diſeaſe be plainly inveterate, theſe light gentle Medicaments are 
of little uſe, chiefly if the ſymptomes be urgent ni. very troubleſome, andthe 
whole body aſſaulted on every fide with the Diſeaſe it ſelf. 

Here Mercxrial purgations are of principal uſe. 

Sweatings may be provoked with Mercurials, but not unleſsfixed or prepa- 
red into Spirits. 

Among purging Medicaments, Cro/li#s his ſublimate Mercury obtains the 
priority : Allo the Arcaxum of Coralls. .

Of this make little balls not unlike ſuch as are wont to be play'd with dry 
theſe diligently in the ſhade, not in the Sun, _ Then in a glaſs Retorr, (the 
Receiver need not be very large,for the _— will be little, and not very ſtrong) 
diſtill it in ſand, and with fire of ſuppreſſion for two hours, with more ſtrong 
fire force it, ( yet leiſurely) and the excellent fpirit of Mercary will come 
forth. In the end ſome of the remaining Mercary will be ſublimed, which 
at the endof the operation gather, and mix it with freſh red earth ; make it 
up into balls, ad dry it as before, and then by the uſual diſtillatiog urge the 
ſpirit, repeat the operation till all the ſublimed Mercury be reduced to a li- 
quor ſomewhat ſharp in taſte, which preſerve ina veſlel well cloſed, and it will 
never looſe its ſtrength.

In this place all the evacuating Medicines above preſcribed are of excellent

ered, 

Antimony is a purging Specitick in all Feavers, except the He@ick ; the 
flowers of which rightly fitted and prepared expell all Feqaveriſh impurities 
from the body : The flowers may be reduced to an Oyl 3 which by precipita- 
tion may be reduced to an Emetick-powder, if the Baſis of the precipitation 
be Simple water 3 or into a powder only purging downward, if the Balts of the 
precipitation be Oyl of Tartar. 

. . Note well, whether the Oyl of Tartar after precipitation ſhould long be lefr, 
(with Cro{/iws) or preſently be removed. The latter is afttirmed, otherwiſe in- 
deed the Antimony would be too much fixed. 

Either of theſe powders in a juſt Doſe legitimately exhibited in intermit- 
ted and continual Feavers, mitigates them very much, chiefly if at firlt right- 
ly other medicaments be adminiſtred, it moves and expells the very rout of 
evil from the body.

ExtraQt of Helebore for purging , or elſe Antimonial Pills of which above) 
only working downward, do molt kindly expel the cauſes of this Feaver ,

Very often there are enormous obſtructions of the Spleew, and left Hypo» 
chondry, from the evil derived to the Vena Cava, whence dolours of the back, 
Joynes, and the utmoſt end of 0s ſacrum, do for the mott part follow.

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Malignant Feavers. 


By Malignant Feavers we underſtand, all kind of Epidemical aftects, which 
at firſt ſtrike the body with piercing cold, afterward with molt vehement hea 6 
not without malignity from the air, or cauſed by intemperance in meats and 
drinks 3 ſuch are Petechial, Ungarick and Catarrhal keavers : Allo burning 
Feavers, Which hitherto have invaded and aſſaulted a great part of Europe. 

In Cure of theſe a more happy method cannot be found then what is be- 
gun with vomiting, and by neceſſary Mediums at levgth ended in Conforta- 
e1Ves. 

A Vomitory is Aqua bened. whole uſe is deſervedly praiſed. Tuuching the 
cutting of a Vein, by ſome greatly feared, it is often doubtful with us, whe- 
ther it may be neceſlary or no. The Head-ach ſpeedily requires it, yet often- 
times 10 Chollerick perſons the cutting of a vein hath been undifcreetly 
done. 

We therefore with Rul/and would ſo temper our ſelves in the uſe of Phle- 
botomy, as in urgent neceſlity, and when ſymptoms ſufficiently manifeſt do 
require, we would only preſcribe it, and not at all vary trom this ſafe Rule.

Preſezvatives found out and preſcribed by Pbyſitians are very many, but 
how certain, and, how far impowered to preſerve from the Peſtilence, is ſuf- 
wanifelt, lince the preſerved,and others not having preſervatives, are 

ike alpulted. | 
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Sometimes, chi-tly where there is no diſpoſition of the body it felt to at- 
tralt the venome, they may in ſuch bodies preſerve ; but whenſoever any 
ſpark of Sulphur 1n us is depraved, and the Mercury of the Microcsſme weak- 
ned, very rarely then can we eſcape being tainted with venomous influences. 

The continual uſe of Rubarb, as alſo of Wormſeed, hath preſeryed many 
from infection of the Peſtz/ence, but nor all. 

The ſame likewiſe may be judged of other things 3 for the moſt precious 
things could not preſerve all, though they were beneficial te ſome. 

Yet there arc ſome things 1n which a ſingular vertue is placed, both to de- 
fend and preſerve : See the Idea Leimodea of John Henneman Reyſingk, 

1. The Specitick Flixir peſtilential of Crollias, is of very great force, of 
which fee Cro//ixs.

There are ſume who aſcribe much to Amuletsand Periaptons, and indeed 
not without reaſon ; See Croflizs his Notes, and my Treatile of the Peſtilence, 
where you may find very many preſcriptions of this kind. 

In Cure of the reſt ſome commend ſalt prepared of Vine-twigs, after the 
uſual manner (they muſt be burnt, and afterward by ſulphur, &-c.) only more 
often (viz, nine or ten times) rectihed, that IS, dillolved and coagulated 5 of 
this give 9 j in wine, or uther Peſtilential water, it poſſible at the begianing 
of the infection, or a little after. 

T his is not rare, yet is commended above other things. | 

Some after three or four hours exhibit 3 (4 or 5 j of the common Colubrine 
Antidote, to provoke ſweat. ( This Antidote without ſalt is of no force.) 

The vertues of this are greatly commended, nay, It is attirmed, that there 1s 
no Peſt, how formidable foever, but may be expell'd by this Antidote, or at 
leaſt thruſt out to the EmunCtuory places 3 chiefly it after due operation Con+ 
fortatives be adhibited. 

Moreover to Impoſthumes, or Peſtilential Ulcers, either ariling of their 

wn accord, or thruſt out from the Centre to the circumterence by Medicines 
inward)y taken, ripening Medicaments muſt be applyed, partly diſupating or 
extracting, and partly reſolving, after which ſuch as conlolidate, 

Diſcuſſing Remedies are inany and various, Which nevertheleſs ought pru- 
dently and cautiouſly to be adminiſtred, leaſt the venome outwardly expell'd, 
be thereby inwardly driven, and ſo the Dilcale become implacable : ſee the 
Pra@icks. 
 Toads dryed and pricked through the head, (for they do not attract the ve- 

ome by the body) and applyed to the Peſtilentiil Tumours, (or tothe belly) 

he ſkin remaining whole, they do ſo powertully attract rhe venome, that al- 
though they be very hard at fir{t, yet they will become plain as before the tu- 
mours were, howſoever at firſt they are wont to (well 2s if they would breake; 
before the applicationthey may be ſteeped in vinegar. This muſt be repeated 
as often as need is : ſee Paracelſ/az of the Peſtilence ad Sterz,ingenſcs. 

So the Peſtzlential Flixir of Crollizs applyed by anuuinting twthe Tumours 
. Inſenfibly extracts and diſlipates the venome. 
© Offlike vertue is the Liquor that remains, after the taking Extradt of Trea- 
cle, if applyed to the ſwellings: Allo Extract of S»/phur, made with (pirit (Oyl) 
of Juniper, and the tumours annointed therewith is very beneficial, only the 
ſtinking ſmell thereof may be offenſive. Reſolving

Reſolving or ripening medicaments are alſo various ; but this is diligently to 
be minded, that ripening moyft Cataplaſms in Peſtilential Tumours are of little 
or no ule, and lefs benetir, for indeed they are applyed hot, but becauſe they 
are alto ſuddenly cooled, the evil thereby rather deſcends, and precipitates 
more deeply; therefore are by all means to be avoided. 

A more convenient way is thus z Annoint the aticCted part with Oyl or But- 
ter of Antimony the breadth of a groat juſt about the top of the knot, leave 
it till the place bedry ;*afterward apply this reſolving Unguent, that it may 
break the Sore: R. Oyl of Linum, Cammomil, of each 5 1j, Saffron 3 j, the 
yolks of two Eggs, mix theſe, and make an Unguent. Of this Unguent apply 
a little hot, repeat it often, and in a ſhort ſpace the Ulcer will break : Which 
mult be cleanſed with the compounded mundefying Oyntment, deſcribed a- 
bove in the Chap. of Lxes-venerea, and afterward conſolidated with a healing 
Plailter or Opodeldoch. | 

Note, Peltilential Sores that are open muſt not be too haſtily healed up, vis; 
not until all the venome from the root be expell'd, if otherwiſe, great danger 
will enſue : Therefore after mundification uſe the following Plaiſter z R.. Wax 
!!, j, white Roſen iv, Turpentine of Larix 3 j, Oyl of Toads, Scorpions, of 
each 3 1j, liquid Storax 3 vj, juice of Selawdine expreſt 3 iv, round Ariſtolo- 
chy 3 (s, Gnm-ammoniack dillolved and thickned in vinegar 3 j and ſs, Myrrh, 
Sarcocolla, of each 3 j. Make a Plailter. 

Oyl of Toads is thus made; R. Oyl Olive th ſz, boyle it in a pan, afterward 
R. Eight Toadr, prick them with a skewer, and hang them uprill they be dry, 
and throw them into the boyling Oyl, let them remain there1a a little time 3 
afterward cool it, ſtrein it and keep for uſe. 

There is alſo another Plaiſter breaking Peſtilential Tumours, made after 
this manner. 

R.. Ot the Magnet 3 (4, Turpentine, Oyl of Scorpions,of each 5 j. Maſtick 
Amber , red Myrrh, Sarcocoll/a, Gum-ammoniack,, prepared Canitharides, of 
each 3 1j, Roſin ; iv, Wax ii, j, mix theſe and make a Plaiſter, which ſpread 
upon Leather and applyed to the Ulcer, firſt ripens it, afterward breaks it 
when broke it muſt be cleanſed with other Oyntments, and after cleanſing 
healed; we therefore now come to conſolidation. : 

An Apodeldoch very eafie of preparation, yet not of leſs vertue then that of 
Crollivs or WurtSianw, isthus made; |, Galbanum, Opopanax, of each} ny, 
Ammoniack Bdellinm, of each 7 jz macerate theſe eight or fourteen dayes in 
Vinegar, the longer the better ; afterward ſtrein and thicken them to the 
thickneſs of Honey : Then 1; . Lithargy pulveriſate þ, j, boyle it in # 1j-of Oyl 
Olive, with gentle, not vehement fire, alwayes ltirting it with a ſpatrle, until 
it haveared or duſty colour : Remove it from the hire, and add (alittle after) 
iþ j of melted Wax, ſtir it till it be well incorporated with the Oyl, then add 
the aforeſaid thickned Gams, and mix them diligently 3 when all are very 
well mixed over a ſoft fire, add } ivof Oyl of Bayes, and again exquilitely 
mix them; this being done remove it from the fire, and add the following 
powders: R. Crocus of Iron, Mummy, Magnet, Magiſtery of red: and white 
Coralls, of each} ($, Lapis Calagyrnaris, red Myrrh, Maſculine Frankincenſe, 
Maſtick, round 4riſtolocky, of Wach 31jz Reduce all theſe to a molt ſubtile 
powder, which leiſurely mix with the atoreſaid. TFhisthus pertormed, laſtly,” 
add 3 j of Balſume ot Amber, that is, what comes forth laſt in diſtillation of 
Oyl of 4mber ; and again mix it over a ſoft fire z then before it be quite cold, 
make it up in rolls with Oyl of St. Johns-wort. 
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Carbuncles, or other Peſtilential Surcs, arc diligently to be hLaadled. I er 
is an exquiſite method ; thus : 

1. Draw a perfect right $aphire, round about the circle of the Car- 
buncle (the $aphire buried in the Earthin twenty four hours by circumrota- 
tion recovers its vertue) until by ofter-encompatiing the Carbuncle, the circle 
ſcemtobe black. | 

2. This being done annoint the top of the Sore with bntter of 4ntimony, 
then annoint it with the reſolving Unguent aforeſaid, and a little after the 
Carbuncle will a!l fall off.

There is another Magnetick Plaiſter of ſingular uſc in the Peſtilence, the 
moſt powerful ingredient or baſis whereof is Arſerical Magnet, grtificially 
prepared after this manner : R&. Crude Antimony, yellow Sulphur, white Arſe- 
Jn of each 3 1j z reduce theſe to a molt fine powder, put this in a Phial 
or other convenient glaſs, and cover it in ſand, under which make a moderate 
fire, till all be melted together, which may be known by dipping in an ircn 
rodor ſpatula : if the matter ſtick to it, and be of a dark red colour like Tar- 
pentine , cool the veſle), and take out the matter, which will be hard ike 
pitch. This Arſexical magnet is no more venomous 3 but may lately without 
any danger be exhibited 3 moreover a Potential Cautery 1s tn this cafe excel- 
lently uſeful, which operates without any inflammation or dolorous corro(j- 
on. The uſe of it in the Peſt, is like a Periaptor hanged about the neck. Here 
may be applyed the forenamed Plaiſter, which is thus : Rk. Tarpentine of I a- 
rixand Wax, of each}; (4, Gum of Sarapinume, Galbanum, Arſexick magnet, of 
each 3 iij, Oyl of Amber 3 1j, Earth of Vitriol very well waht 3 j : Diffolve 
the Gums firſt in Vinegar of $quiVs, ſtrain the Solution through a linnen cloth, 
and expreſs it, thicken it by boyling untill the Vinegar be conſumed, and the 
Ga return to their former conſiſtency : Then melt the Wax and Twrpentine 
apart, and work them together without fire, till they be thick like Oyntmentz 

his being done, add the purified Gums, and the Arſerical powder, with the 
Earth of Yitriol, and Oy] of Amber; (the Earth of Vitriol is thus made: gg. 
Vitriol, ſublime it with Sal Ammoniack, untill the three Principles, (viz. ) 
Salt, Sulphur and Mercury be removed, then will remain (an Earth, which 
mult be often waſhed with 4que dulce; } laſtly, with Oyl of Scorpions make 
it up in Rolls, and keep for ule. | 

T his Plaiſter applyed after the uſual manner to Peſtilential Ulcers or Car- 
buncles, breaks them, and powerfully like a Load-ſtone attracts the venome, 
_ <+ aw the opened Sore to conſolidate, till all veneriolity be perfeftly ex- 
er . | 

If need be of further cleanſing, uſe the often before mentioned cleanſing, 
and as occaſionis, conſolidating Medicines : See the Anatomy of Vitriol Amn- 
gel. Sal. Alſo Wurtzixs his Plaiſter. 

The Plaiſter, which is otherwiſe called my Domeſtick Plaiſter, is thus made; 
R. Scammony, Wax, of each 3 iv, Larix Tarpentine 3; j; melt them over a 
gentle fire, then add Ungnentum populeon 3 | gyro mix them : To which 
add powder of Amber, Frankincenſe, Maſt, Myrrb, Aloes, of each > j ; 
root of Ditany, Gentian, round Ariſtolocky, of each 3 ij, burnt Alum 5 [v, 
Salt 3 vj, Camphire 3 j > mix thele perfectly according to Art, and make it up 
inRolls. Its uſe is in Carbuncles, and inflamed and corrupted breaſts 3 it ex- 
tracts the heat and removes the Tumour, by maturating what is corrupted.

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It 3s very beneficial in all Ulcers and Clefts whatſoever. In ſcorched wounds? 
or ſuch as take their beginning from burns, it is profitably helpfull. Wounds 
by pricks or cuts without putrefaCtion it perfettly curesz hinders excreſlency 
of fleth, augmenting it where need is; alfo old Ulcers, firſt cleanſed, are cured 
by this Plaiſter : Which hath hitherto got no other name, becauſe its power- 
full vertue, hath only been privately experimented, 

Ifamaljgnant Fever and Peſt be both at one time, it is convenient firſt to cut 
a vein, yet unleſs the Phyſitian be called at the beginning of the diſtemper, 
(viz) aſloon as the Patient is aſſaulted, to appuint cutting of a vein may not 
be neceſlary, but it will be more expedient to have recourſe. to ſuch things as 
may ſpeedily refiſt the malignity, among which Mineral Bezoar is moſt excel- 
lent, after the taking of which in the Peſtilence, the venome is preſently for- 
ced to Ir, appearing after the firſt or ſecond ſweat, in Buboes, 
Blanes, or Carbuncles : This muſt be repeated every hour fix hours together. 

[t is very convenient here to make a Julepof Cards. bened. water with Salt- 
pranel/a, Syrup of Lemmons, or juice of Citron. 

In other things the Phyſitian may proceed according to Preſcripts of Pra- 
Qitioners. 

Rotnla's of Balſon of Snlphar are profitable in preſerving from, and Care of 
the Peſtilence. Alſo Opiats may be made of old Conſerve of Scordinne, or 
with Germane Treacle (which is made with Jexiper- berries boyled in ſimple 
water till they be ſoft, afterward bruiſed and expreſt, and the expreſt juice 
reduced to the form of an-Extract, ) with liquor of * Typhas of Harts- ; ,.. 
horn, or the Bezoar-flone, Lachryma Cervi, Unicorn:s-horn, and Terra the, 
Sigillatd, Harts-horn, which alſo by it felf maybe given to provoke fwear, 
with Azram potabile, Salt or ſolution of Pearls, of which with addition of 
Confettion of Alkermes, Tablets may be made for the fick to eat of, ſome- 
t1mes. :

If ObſtruQions are found to be in the body, and they before purgations be 
exhibited, care muſt betakento remove them firſt, without h, the inve- 
terate Scabbineſs will ſcarcely be abated.

and ſo the deſired Cure follow. | |

the Pradicks. 

Aqua-morine, which is made after Solution and Precipitation of Silver in 

Aqua-forths, 
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Aqra-ſortis, remaining in the bottom like green juice, by lunple ainvinting, 
attzr the uſe of Univerſals before mentioned, pcrtectly cures Scabs in the 
hands or feetz Mercur, dulcis dillolved by gentle boyling in diſtilled water of 
Oranges, o 2s toi}, j of water there be 3 (4 of Mercury, performs the ſame. 
Of like vertue 1s Gold diflolved in Aqua Regis, and again reduced to a Calx, 
that is, revuked by diſtillation, and at length extracted with ſpirit of Twr- 
pentine till it become like Oyl, or an Oyl-like maſs; with this the Scabs being 
annointed are preſently removed. 


The Volatile Scab. 


There is a kind of Scab, which Falopixs calls Yolatile, by reaſon of its ſud- 
den diſperſing it ſelf all over the skin of the budy : For oftentimes it hath 
been ſeen, that this Evil hath in one night ſpread it felt all over the budy, as it 
were by flying, taking poſſeſſion of all parts. 

Phyſitians ſay there is a uſual ſpreading of blood on the Superficies of the 
body, as in St. Artomnies fire, without any Scab. Nevertheleſs this Yolatich, 
Scab, can never be cured as that other ſpreading of blood is cured. This Evil 
hath been often ſeen, even to death it ſelf, obſtinately to reject all Medi- 
Cines. \ 

In this caſe indeed all neceſſary things ought to be done, (viz.) by purging 
and ſweating ; but when the Evil is thruſt out to the circumference of the 
body, it admits of hardly any external Cure. This moſt excellent ſecret hath 
often effeted the Cure. 14. The blood (freſh) that falls from the womb in 
the birth, with the whole Secundine or part thereof, and waſh the whole parc 
affected therewith 3 this ſeldomor never needs be repeated twice, for the YVola- 
#ick Scab is hereby mortified, and preſently. falls off. 

After this manner, and by this only ſecret, I have cured very many perſons 
infected withthis dangerous Scab.

Contracting of the Members may ariſe from various cauſesz The chiefeſt 
cauſe is conſtriction of the ” Synony of the Nerves and Ligaments, | 
which in themfelvesare as it were deprived of their wonted agility, Rn. 
from whence contraCtings of the joynts and members are introdu- growing in 
ced : This is difficultly removed by vulgar medicaments. Relief in be Jyme. 
extremities of this kind is ſometimes found in the uſe of Natural hot Bathes, by 
the torce and power they obtaine from Minerals ſpiritually powerful ia fuch 
waters. : 

Indeed this kind of help is uſeful ina common praiſe, but if the ſame be de- 
ficient, or the Diſeaſed be far remote from ſuch Bathes 3 there are other things 
which may moſt commodiouſly be uſed, from whence oftentimes the Cure is 
more happily affeted at home, ? 

The body muſt be cleanſed with kindly purgations; ſuch are theſe : Ex- 
tract of Hel/ebore, Rubarb, Mechoacanna, Panchymagogon vegitable; allo among 
Minerals, famous 1s the Specifick purge of Antimonial Pi/s purging both ways, 
or thoſe that only purge downwards. 

Note. Mercurial Medicines cannot here be profitably uſed; nor Cologuin- 
tidaor Elateries : For by their (ubſtantial humidities, they are of little or no 
etlect. 

[t Obſtrufions in the body be ſtrong, which indeed are wont both to pre- 
cede and follow ContraCtures, theſe muſt be removed with Medicines proper- 
ly reſolving Obſtructions, both vulgar and Chyuical, 

Then the whole habit of the budy muſt be reduced to a temperate equality 
of nece{lary moyſture : To which purpoſe Bathes prepared of emollicnt and 
ioyſ[tning Herbs are very convenient. 

Note. In lean budies Stoves do much more hurt then good; moreover in 
every Bathing, ſonic of the Tincture of Antimony (houuld be given in a juſt 
Doſe, with convenient vehicles, as water of Lilzes of the valley, that allo in 
the time of Bathing, {weat may be ſomewhat provoked, to flow from the ha- 
bit of the body. 

Alſo by this means the ſpirit of life hath more free acceſs to the extremities 
of the members, whereby the cauſe of Contracture is removed. 

Having mentioned thete, we now come to external medicaments, among 
many others, this tollowing 1s principally excellent, and is thus: {. Roots of 
Angelica |, v, which well bruiſed boyle with wine in a convenient vellel diji-

Of excellent 
Kheriſh or Spaniſh wine | iv, in which diſſolve of the belt Saffron pulveriſate 
31ijz heat the wine over coals leiſurely in a convenient vellcl, and put in of 
Venice-ſope the belt that can be got, cut very ſmall it, j, keep it continually 
ſtirring till the Sope be plainly diſſolved z which being done, add Oyl of Tyr. 
pentine and Juniper, of each ( a part, mix them diligently, and by further 
boyling juyn them with the mucilaginous ſubſtance of Angelica roots, until 
the whole be reduced to a juſt Conliſtency. With this Unguent annoint the 
whole body, and eſpecially in thoſe places where the contracture more ſtrong- 
ly abides 3 this do alwayes after going out of the Bath : Every other day 
repeat both the uſe of the Bath and UnCtion, untill it be done nine times : By 
this means the Nerves and Ligaments are looſned, and the Patient reſtored tv 
his priſtine vigour. 

This Cure 1s more happily and ſpeedily effefted, if with the Tin@ure of An-

Dryneſs of the Members. 


In particular dryneſs, after the uſe of Univerſalls before mentioned, if ne- 
ceſſity urge, there are ſpecificks both internal and external. [t cannot be de- 
nyed, but that fomentations (of Wil/owes) Unctions and Plailters pretcribed 
by Authors, and confirmed by uſe, do much help in this caſe. 

Internals are, 1. k. Virgins honey a ſufficient quantity, with this annojiat 
the inſide of an Exrthen pot, and place it in an Arz-heap up to the neck, lay 
over the top a lieve that is not very cloſe, and ſo the Arts allured by the 
ſweetneſs of the honey will fall through the holes of the ſieve, without other 
filth 5 when you have thus gathered a ſufficient quantity of them, pour upon 
them good ſpirit of wine, digeſt them ix Balneo a day or two, afterward di- 
ſtill chem, at firſt with gentle Fire, that the ſpirit of wine may come forth, 
then encreaſe the Fire, that the water of the Azts and honey may come forth 
together, which keep for uſe. Ofthis water give one ſpoonful three dayes 
together in the mornings faſting : ſometimes in the evenings half a ſpoontul 
may be given with a piece of bread toaſted : But the withered dry Member 
chafe dei with the ſpirit of wine firit drawn off : See above in the Chap. of 


Conſumption.

fiog Remedy ſo happy as inwardly to remove the cauſe, and outwardly alſo 
the evil it ſelf. It is not alwayes profitable to cure running Sores of this kind, 
eſpecially in Children, ſince it is very often manifeſt, that from thence much 
more danger and detriment doth ariſe, then health or tranquillity is procu- 
red thereby. 

Some endeavour to eradicate theſe evils by pitchb Caps mixed with Arſe- 
zich,, buttheſe are plainly hurtful.

Cure of wounds rightly appertainto Chyrurgery, for they, and alſo Ulcers, 
require manual operation.

In cure of thele Felix Wortzins Chyrurgion, hath famouſly performed much, 
whoſe works are extant and worthy of the greateſt commendation. 

Paracelſas the moſt Eminent Chyrurgion, ſeems perfectly to perform the 
whole work, in evidently deſcribing all rhings neceſfaryin Chyrurgy, Whoſe 
Chyrurgical writings ce of tingular uſe, eſpecially that ſmall manual once 
0 « "Hi copicd uut at Baſil by Vitus Amerbachias, and not hitherto 
Printed. 

The ſame Authors excellent!y adviſe, touching all ſymptoms and accidents, 
which very often happen in all kia&s vi Wounds, which chiefly how to Reme- 
dy Felix Wertzixs excellently teaches in his third Chyrargical Treatiſe. 

There are Vulnerary Ballomes, alfo Potions very profitable to confolidate + 
wounds, of which Authors do allo adviſe. 

Famous is the yulnerary Balfomec of Felix Wurtziws, which 1s every where 
commended, and is indeed of greater vertue then is uſually deſcribed ; theſe 
two following principal properties it hath, that (if all other things be legiti. 
mately performed) it exquiſitely Cures the wound, and that in a very ſhort 
time, * 

The wnulnerary Balſome is thus made : 

k. Galbanum, Ammoniack, Bdellium, of each 3 (4, imacerate them three 
dayes in vinegar, then ftrain the Liquor, and after the uſuall manner thicken 
it totheconliltency of Honey : Afterward j;. of fine red Myrrb, of the beſt Ma- 
ſtick, of each 3 (4, Olibanum3; j; to theſe when finely pulverifate, add of 
Larix Turientine, Oyl Olive, of each 5 1jz boyle them together over a moſt 
gentle Fire, ſtirring them continually, until the latter Gums be well melted, 
then again add * j vo!

Some do ſometimes in theſe caſes n{c (not the aforeſaid Ballome) a conglu- 
tinating powder, which is made of River Crabsz Thus, R. Crubs whole, while 
they arealive, and freſh taken out of the River, inthe month of June, when 
the Moonis inthe ſign Cancer, (at that time their ſhells are tender) put them 
in an earthen pot, and dry them in an Oven, but ſo as they may neither burn, 
nor touch the fire, but be fit by drying to be reduced to powder ealily. This 
powder put into wounds, yea, though very deep, but with this caution, that 
all rhe cavities be perfeCtly filled 3 otherwife where the powder touches not 
the bottom, the wound in the top will indeed be conſolidated, but its gene- 
rating corruption in the bottom cannot be hindred : This therefore muſt al- 
wayes be diligently minded, otherwiſe wounds newly healed muſt be again 

zlanced. 

Another Balſome of excellent uſe in wounds, is thus made ;
